SWEDE-FINN ROW 
GOES 10 LEAGUE 


Both Sweden and Finland 
Accept Intervention of 
League of Nations About 
Aland Islands. 


Paris, September 18.—(By the 
/3sociated Press.)\—Finland and 
Swc en have agreed to accept the 
intervention of t’ league of na-. 
tions for the settlement of the dis- 
pute bet- een them as to the pos- 
session of the Aland Islands. A 
commission will be appointed by 
the executive council of the league 
to investigate the question and 
reach an carly decision. 

The acceptance of the council 
as arbitrator is regarded by the 
members of the council as a long 
step toward the recognition of the 
league by the nations of the world 
as a medium for the prevention of 
future wars. 

The decision of Finland and Swe- 
den to accept the intervention of 
the league was taken at today’s 
meeting of the council, which was 
attended by Hjalmar Branting, the 
Swedish premier, and M. Enckell, 
the Finnish foreign minister. The 
council adopted the report of the 


| commitipe of international jurists 


appointed to de@ermine if the league 
had jurisdiction. The committee de- 
termined that under Articles 3 and 
11 of the league covenant it had 
the right to act. 
What Articles Provide. 

Article 3 deals with the func- 
tions of the assembly of the league 
of nations and provides that it may 


deal at its meetings with any mat- 
ter “within the sphere of action 
of the league or affecting the peace 
of the world.” Article 11 is that 
in which it declared that it is “the 
f@endly right of each member of 
the league to bring to the attention, 
of the council any circumstance, 
whatever, affecting international re- 
lations which threatens to disturb 
international peace or the good un- 
derstanding between nations upon 
which peace depends,” and also that 
any ‘war or threat of war is a mat- 
ter of concern to the whole league 
and that it “shall take any ac- 
tion that may be deemed wise and 
effectual to safeguard the peace of 
nations.” 

The ~ction of the two nations 
places in the hands of the league 
an international dispute which at 
one time was tnought might lead 
to war and the members of the 
council do not disguise their sat- 
isfaction over the decision, which 
is pointed to as one of the a pce 
est expressions of support and con- 
fidence the league has yet re- 
ceived. 

A commission of three has beet 
selected to furnish the league in 
the shorte2t vrossible time a re- 
port whicn will enable it to frame 
either a final or a provisional set- 
tlement. 

In a resolution which was unanl.: 
mously adopted ‘the council ex-~ 
pressed the hope that the forthcom- 
ing settlement of the question of 
“the Aland Islands will be the ba- 
sis of the maintenance of peace in 
that part of the world.” 

Premier Branting 
Minister Enckell both expressed 
thei: approval of the course of the 
council and said they felt confi- 
dent that a solution acceptable to 
both Finland and Sweden would 
soon be reached by that body. 


Dispute Is Very Ancient. . 
Sweden's claims to ownership of 
the Aland Islands date back more 
than a century. They belonged to 
her up to 1809- when they were 
taken by Russia. Separated from 
Russia as a conseguence of the 
war’and the Ruesian revolution, 
Finland now claims she is entitled 
to ownership. Sweden is setting 
up her previous ownership, togeth- 
er with the large preponderance 
of Swedish population of the is- 
lands, as reasons why they should 
now revert to her. 

In the spring of 1918 when war- 
fare between the white guards and 
bolsheviki forces broke out in Fin- 
land, and it was reported the Ger- 
mm: planred to make use of the 
islands in connection with their 
operations in Finland, Sweden sent 
troops to occupy the islands. , 

The dispute over the ownership 
of the islands has caused congider- 
able bitterness between the nns 
and “Swedes, and at one time an 
open break in relations was feared.

SPECIAL SESSION 
SHOULD INCLUDE 
REVISION OF TAXES 


Says Tax Commissioner 
Fullbright, Offering a 
Plan by Which the State 
Can Solve Its Financial 
Difficulties. 

COMPARES TAX RETURNS

It Is Understood Gover- 
nor Dorsey Will‘ Call 
Meeting of House and 
Senate Leaders Early 
Next Week to Confer on 
Special Session.

seriously considering appeals to call 
an extraordinary session of the leg- 


islature to provide relief for state 
educational institutions, some of 
which are facing the nossibility of 
having to close their doors, there 
has been considerable speculation as 
to what action the law-makers could 
take to improve the situation, with 
H. J. Fullbright, state tax commis- 
sioner, offering a proposition Imate 
Saturday afternoon which seems to 
‘be a plausible method by which 
the state can solve its financial dif- 
ficulties. 


The proposal of Mr. Fullbright 
Provides for a special] session of 
the legislature to enact legislation 
calling for @m reassessment of tax- 
able property throughout the state, 
the county boards of equalization 
working under twelve district su- 
pervisors to be appointed by the tax 
commissioner, thus bringing about 
a complete reorganization of prop- 
erty assessment in Georgia. 

This would result in a state as- 
Sessment of tmxes, the commission- 
}er stated, and would bring the total 
of taxable property to about four 
billion dollars, more than two bil- 
lion over the showing made by the 
present returns. 

“The total assessed values for 
taxation of all classes of ‘property 
in Georgia should be over four bil- 
lion dollars,” said Mf. Fullbright, 
“and if the state legislature should 
pass legislation during an extraor- 
dinary session, calling for a reas- 
sessment of- property throughout 
the twelve congressional districts 


under the commissioner, we could 
lower our tax Fate bx fifty.per cent 
and still raise ajil the money we 
need to meet @ppropriations. 


Many Returns Too low. 

“At present the tax payers figure 
the lowest estimate at which they 
can return their property,” he con- 
tinued, “and some are paying as 
low as 15 per cent, while only a 
few are making returns as high 
as 50 per cent of the real value of 
their property. If all Property is 
returned for its rea) value, which 
would have to be done with the 
local equalizers working under dis- 
trict supervisors with direct con- 
nection with this o fice, it can readi- 


ly be seen wha 
would be made.” a eevee 

While Mr. Fullbright’s 
legislation would not being about 
immediate relief, he calls attention 
to the fact that the state will be 
in the same difficulty next year, 
unless an extra session of the legis- 
lature calls for a reassessment of 
all property gn a full value basis. 

In comparmwig Georgia’s tax re- 
turns with those of other States 
the commisSioner cited North Caro- 
lina, a state with nearly 10,000 less 
square miles of territory, with many 
thousand less peeaple and with 2,000 
less miles of railroad tracks. 

The total assessed values for tax- 
ation of all cla3ses in North Caro- 
lina is $3,129.423,234, against $1.- 
340,000,000 ior Georgia, a difference 
of nearly two billion dollars. 

The legislature of North Carolina 
in 3919 passed e bill providing for 
& reassessment of all property for 
taxes upon the full,” said Mr. Full- 
bright. “and the above figures as 
to values of that state are taken 
from the report of the tax com- 
mission after the revaluation had 
been completed. 

Over Four Billion aluation. 


“Should the same thing be done 
in Georgia, our total for property 
assessed for taxation would be over 
four billion, thereby ending all! of 
our financial difficulties,” he said.

Unable to Sleep 


MacSwiney, However, Is 
Still Conscious — Food 
Constantly at Bedside, 
But He Rejects It.

London, September 18.—Terence 
MacSwiney, lord mayor of Cork, 
passed a very bad night, without 
any sleep, and this morning was in 
a state of complete exhaustion, said 
a bulletin issued this afternoon by 
the Irish Self-Determination league. 
Mary MacSwiney, sister of the lord 
mayor, who visited her prother at 
Brixton prison this morning, said 
he was looking worse than she had 
ever seen him, but was still con- 
scious, ~ 

This is the thirty-seventh day of 
his hunger strike, which he began 
August 12 in protest against hig 
arrest by British authorities. 

Some details of the way the gov- 
ernment has been handling the 
MacSwiney case are contained in a 
statement by the home office issued 
in answer to a letter from an un- 
named person calling attention to 
reports in American papers that 
MacSwiney was not allowed priv- 
ilges to which he is entitled. The 
home office says a9 

“There is no foundation for the 
statements in American papers to 
which you call attention regarding 
the treatment accorded the lord 
mayor of Cork. He has from the 
first been allowed the privileges 
granted tp political prisoners and 
has never been required to wear 
prison clothing. Since he has, by

SUSPEUTS JAILED 
IN $ol,000 CASE 


Two Men, Wanted on 
Charges: of Robbing 
Postoffice Truck in At- 
lanta, Arrested in New-

After succéssfully eluding post- 
foffice inspectors, detectives and 
police for three months, Thomas 
Donahue and Ullie Burke, the two 
men for whose arrest Atlanta post- 
office inspectors recently offered 
a cash reward not to exceed $500 
each for the holdup of a postoffice 
truck at the corner of West Hun- 
ter and South Forsyth streets on 
the night of June 15, when $61,000in 
bonds were taken, have been ar- 
rested in Newport, Conn., according 
to advices received at the office of 
Charles Riddiford, inspector’ in 
charge of the Atlanta office. 

It is said that the men were ap- 
prehended at Newport while in the 
act of blowing a safe, but no de- 
tails of the attempted robbery have 
been obtained. Both men, it is 
claimed,” have long police records. 
Donahue has served a term at the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary, ac- 
cording to officials there. 

Aliases Are Charged. 

Both men have operated under a 
mumber of aliases, according to of- 
ficers. t is said that Donahue used 
the following names: Charles E. 
Rowell, Thomas Dugan, Frank Har- 
ris, Thomas Delaney and Thomas 
McDonald. Burke has been known, 
it is stated, as William Brown and 
Henry Carey. Donahue is 51 years 
old, and Burke's age is said to be 
about 55. 

Alhough it is understood that the 
men are wanted in,another city for 
an alleged offensé, they will short- 
ly arrive in Atlanta for arraign- 
ment before United States Commis- 
sioner W. Colquitt Carter on the 
charges preferred by the local post- 
office inspectors. 

Tralled for Menths. 

The two fugitives were taken into 
custody after postoffice inspectors 
had trailed them for months. They 
are the third and fourth men arrest- 
ed in connection with the holdup, 
which occurred about 9:30 o’clock at 
night, and in which registered mali) 
pouches were rifled of approximate- 
ly $61,000 in bonds and other secu- 
rities. 

The first two men arrested were 
taken into custedy only a few days 
after the affair. They were Henry 
Bone, Jr., and L. C. Batchelor, Both 
were released under bond, and when 
they were later arraigned before 
Commissioner Carter for prelimi- 
nary examination, evidence suff'- 
cient to warrant an indictment fail- 
ed to develop, and they were dis- 
charged by Commissioner Carter..

Speaking from the rostrum where 
President Wilson made one of the 
last speeches preceding his break- 
down, Governor Cox reviewed at- 
tempts by the president to dethrone 
profiteers who have reignci for 
“five long years, sordid, soulless, 
ugly and hateful,” 

“I am in favor in circumstances 
like this,” the governoér said, “of 
having the government, through 
congress, supply a rotary fund to 
be placed in the hands of the pres- 
ident for the purchase of as much 
of the sugar crop as is neeessary 
to prevent profiteering. If elected 
in November, I shall recommend to 
the congress that this be done for 
future emergencies ip food supplies. 

“The extent to which profiteer- 
ing prevailed during the war, and 
especially since the signing of the 
armistice, has been outrageous. The 
amount stolen from householders of 
America in that time by the prof- 
iteers would pay off the greater 
part of the funded debt arising 
from the war itself. 

“It must be more than a coin- 
cidence that the many profiteers 
who were protected by the sena- 
torial oligarchy in the present con- 
gress are paying their share into 
the republican campaign fund, 
which I charge will not be less 
than $15,000.000.”

BUREAU CAMPAIGN 
GIVEN IMPETUS 


At last Wednesday’s forum lunch-

ness bureau, under the suspices 
of the Advertising Ciup of Atlanta, 
by the announcement from Secre- 
tary C. B. Robertson that there ex- 
isted a crying need for some agen- 
cy in Atlanta to investigate the ex- 
ercise surveillance over the many 
stock promotion schemes wnich ef- 
flict all the progré@ssive cities of 


rAmerica. That the public is mulct- 


ed of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in Atlanta, every year, by un- 
worthy, if not dishonest stock pro- 
motion schemes, Mr. Robertson said 
admitted of no argument. 

The investigation and prosecution 
of fake stock promotion schemes is 
one of the special functiong connect- 
ed with the work of better business 
bureaus which are the recognized 
agencies through which the vigi- 
lance work of the Advertising Clubs 
of the World is carried on. Twenty- 
five of these bureaus are now in op- 
eration in the United States, while 
ten others, including Atlanta, are 
in process of organization. “hey are 
supported by the business inter. 
ests, the amounts’ subscribed by 
business men in the various cities 
ranging f-om ten; thousand dollars 
to fifty thousand dollars a year. In 
every city where the eriment has 
been tried it has been effective in 
clearing the local atmosphere of 
practically every dishonest method 
resorted to, either through advertis- 
ing or otherwise, to fleece the oub- 


lic.

Born 
in 1894 neaf Posen in what is now 
Poland (it was ineGermany at that 
time, but Levison takes no respon- 
sibility for that), his most admirable 
act during his early years was mov- 
ing to Atlanta with his family at 
the age of 10. 

“Before I was 13 I had been kick- 
ed out of two Atlanta public schools 
and had run away from home. Since 
then I have served in the navy on 
the world’s gruisé in 1910, herded 
sheep in the Falkland Islands, work- 
ed in the American consulate at 
Buenos Aires, chaperoned flocks of 
sheep down the River Platte, %ac- 
companied an exploration expedition 
into the sticks of Peru'‘to dig up 
the ancient Inca capital of Cusco, 
worked on the plantations about Sao 
Paulo in Brazil, shipped in the fire- 


‘| room of a British tramn from Punta 


Arenas to Port of Spaijn, Trinidad, 
and sampled the vintages of all the 
world capitals, Rio de Janeiro, At- 
lanta, London, Paris and Atlanta.” 

Now he’s living the life of a 
g00d old man out at 805 West Peach- 
tree, where he makes his home with 
his mother. He boosts Atlanta, 
roots persistently for the Crack- 
ers, is a member of the Revenge 
club, shoots miserable golf, and 
writes only when the spirit moves 
him. He insists that his favorite 
amusement is reading German phil- 
osophy and translating the poems 
of Heinrich Heine—but his friends 
don’t believe that about him, 


Wears a Silver Button. 


Incidentally he garnered a silver 
button from a bit of service over- 
seas with Motor Supply Train No. 
419, in which he held the rank of 
sergeant major. The silver button 
stands for a wound he got In the 
Argonne forest at Flauville-sur- 
Meuse. 

Since that first short story was 
written and gold in 1910 he has 
been working at the trade and has 
published about eighty short stories 
and three novels serially. For a year 
he collaborated with Octayus Roy 
Cohen in writing short stories and 
novelettes. He hag published fic- 
tion in Everybodys, Everyweek, Ad- 
venture, All Story, Argosy, Colliers, 
Telling Tales, Blue book, Parisienne, 
Woman’s Magazine, People’s, Mun- 
seys, Top Notch and others. When 
the war broke out he had no unsold 
stories, and now he has passed into 
the enviable class of those who have 
a greater: demand than supply. 

“I have gathered more stuff in 
my wanderings than I'll ever be able 
to turn into stories in this life and 
the next three incarnations,” he 
says. 

“Hidden Eyes” is described by the 
publishers as “more than mys- 
terious.” Levison says he writes 


ijmystery stories because they are 


easier to write and to sell than 
other kinds. “At present I am work- 
ing on a novel of life in Florida, a 
romantic novel, and I do short sto- 
ries between times for a living,” 
he says. 

Levison wears hornrimmed specs 
and slicks back his hair on top— 
like all good writers should—but 
aside from that he looks and acts 
like an ordinary nearly normal per- 
son,

Over Mountainous Trip 
From San Diego to Los 
Angeles in Low Gear. 


To demonstrafe the ability of the 
air-cooled Franklin to underso a 
long punishing grind in low wear 
without overheating, Ralph Hamlin 
of Los Angeles, staged a 500-mile 
run with a stock Franklin touring 
car on Avgust 18, which ids fair 
to earn for itself a permanent place 
ih automobile history. 

The route chosen was from Los 
over the 
long Potrero grade, through . the 
Imperial valley, and return by way 
of Brawley, Indio and Banning. The 
run, which wag accomplished in 
forty-eight hours, was remarkable 


for the ‘terrific temperatures en- 


countered under the blazing glare of | 


an August sun. When the car pass- 


ed over the flats north of the San | 
Felipe waSh the thermometer regis- ; 


tered 125 degrees. The route, too, 
was over the worst existing rords 
in southern California. The alti- 
tudes met with varied from an ele- 
vation of 3,250 feet to a depression 
116 feet below «zea level. Before 
the car left Los Angeles the inter- 
mediate and high gears were re- 
moved from the transmission, mak- 
ing it absolutely certain that the 
entire run could be made in no 
other way than on low gear.

Answer by Brittain. 


The lett@r of Superintendent Brit- 
tain to the mayor is as follows: 

“Dear Sir: 

“Your letter of September 15 has 
been received, and I take pleasure 
in answering. 

“There are two laws with regard 
to the books used in our schtols— 
one the uniform textbook act and 
the other known as the Yeomans 
law. The New World Speller was 
not adopted by the state board of 
education, but by the Atlanta board. 
for the use of the Atlanta scho.!s 
under the Yeomans act. 

“The law is silent with regard to 
advertisements in schoolbooks. Sec- 
tion 41 of the act, however, requires 
the filing of each text used in the 
office of the state superintendent of 
schools, and forbids any revised or 
different edition unless such revised 
copy has been filed in this office. 

“Since receiving your letter I have 
examined the book to which you re- 
fer, New World Speller. Third Book, 
and find that the sample text, here 
in this department, has only an ad- 
vertisement of a publication of the 
World Book company and not of the 
other merchandise you mention. 

“Several of the publishing com- 
panies have endeavored to be re- 
leased from their contracts in this 
State. claiming that the increased 
cost in labor and material causes 
them to lose money on the books 
sold under the contracts made three 
years ago. They have been refused, 
and it is possible that the adver- 
tisements you mention may be due 
to their efforts to escape loss in 
sales. 

“This is the first time this ques- 
tion has been raised, and TI shall 
secure a copy of the book with the 
advertisements and bring it te the 
attention of the state board of edu- 
cation—which is also the _ state 
schoolbook commission—at its meet- 
ing earlv next month.”

Our engineers and experimental drivers had 
been telling us what an unusual car they had; 
but frankly, I was a little inclined to discount 
their enthusiasm. 

However, I had occasion to go to Defiance, 
Ohio, some 125 miles from Detroit—according to 
the Blue Book. I thought here would be a good 
opportunity to see for myself just what the car 
was. There were five of us. The top-was up. 

We were on a fine stretch with no other ve- 
hicles or cross-roads in sight, bowling along se- 
renely at about 40 miles per hour—so I judged. 

I am constitutionally opposed to speeding, but 
my interest and curiosity, I suppose it was, got 
the better of me. > ry 

“Step on it and let’s see what she can do,” I 
said to Harry, the driver. . 

“‘She’s doing her best now,” he answered. 

Doing her best at 40! I was keenly disap- 
pointed. My hopes were fast fading when Fred

You might call it a by-product, the use of which 
is entirely at the option of the driver. 


A little further on the trip, we came to another 
stretch; it was pretty rough; several miles of 
what you might call de-macadamized road. It 
was a stretch that ordinarily you would not want 
to take faster than at about 15 miles per hour; 
but at 41 we were not-uncomfortable. The sen- 
sation was more like sailing in a yacht as com- 
pared to a canoe on a choppy surface.

The fact that the prohibition 
amendment to the United States 


constitution is not being enforced 
is a growing scandal. 

Violations are numerous and no- 
torious, not only in Georgia, but in 
every state in the union. 

Commissioner Kramer has re- 
cently admitted that the ten prin- 
cipal cities of the United States 
are “wet,” and that the situation 
is growing worse instead of bet- 
ter. 

In New York, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, San 
francisco, and, indeed, in Atlanta, 
the illegal traffic in intoxicating 
liquors has reached enormous pro- 
portions; and many side crimes, 
homicides and assaults, are trace- 
able directly to the laxity in the 
enforcement of the Volstead act.

+} Judge W. E. H. Searcy, Jr., of 
the Flint circuit, set the pace for 
quick trial by jury in the case. of 
the state vs. Melloy, just completed 
at Griffir, in less than two weeks |

For this he is to be commended. 

Too frequent delay in trial, de- 
fendants frequently going (for 
months, and sometimes for years, 
at liberty under bonds, or else in- 
carcerated at expense to the state, 
is a serious drawback to our sys- 
tem of justice. , 

The requirement for 2 unanimous 
verdict fixes the benefit of the 
doubt to the accused. If guilty 
that fact should be established as 
quickly as possible, and the pen- 
alty prescribed by law imposed. 

If an accused is innocent the 
state owes him or her the justice 
of establishing that innocence as 
quickly as practicable, thus remov- 
ing the cloud from the individual. 

The meting of justice without 
fear or favor is the function of our 
judiciary system and the~best in- 
terests of the state, of society, of 
the standards of correct living, and 
of the accused all demand speedy

If that’s the case, it may be safe- 
ly predicted that advertisements 
occasionally appearing in matri- 
monial and other papers, setting 
forth that the advertiser is in 
search of “a wife that can cook,” 
domestic, either cease to ap- 
pear or be relegated to the 
humorous column; for there won't 
be a woman in the country that 
can’t fill the cookery bill! 

That is what the teachings of 
domestic science may do for them. 

But it is pointed out in this, 
Thrift Magazine article that “we 
cannot expect the girls to retain 
enthusiasm created in the schools 


work ourselves,” and the following 
suggestions are made: 


‘The kitchen should be made at- 
tractive, modern and sanitary. and 
furnished with the tools necessarv 
to do efficient work. For instai.ce, 
a vegetable and fruit set, costing 5C 
cents, will peel without waste, ard 
without soiling the hands, core the 
apples, leaving only a small round 
hole through the center, slice in lat- 
tice form potatoes for frying, cut 
apples into ribbons for ornamental 
fruit salads, etc. 

“It ls easy to teach the girls the 
little things that help to make cook- 
ing more interesting. They should 
be taught to use freely old news- 
papers to clean ‘the stoves, and 
spread over the table to save so 
much washing, to Keep rice. sugar 
and all the spices in some sort of a 
container labeled, to save hunting 
through paper bags to find what 
they want. Thet the dish rag: 101d 
be kept sweet and clean, as well as 
the dish towels, should aiso be borne 
in mind.”

For the same 
amount of food the United States 
pays $4.10, Italy spends $5.72, France 
pays $6.04 and Sweden gives $6.20. 
In all ecountries the individual 
householder, especially the wage- 
earner, if he is paying much more 
for his food than he did before the 
war, is also in the enjoyment of a 
much larger income. This is espe- 
cially true in the United States, 
where wages are higher than any- 
where else in the world. High prices 
have spread discontent among all 
nations, and. in America there has 
been JOud complaint, but galling ag 
costs have been we have been lucky 
compared with the French or the 
Italians. 

“When exasperation over the high 
cost of everything becomes hard to 
bear, contemplation of the much 
heavier burdens borne by citizens of 
European countries will help to re- 
store contentment and good nature.”

It is a habit that is not only dis- 
organizing to every branch of 
trade from manufacturer to re- 
tailer, but it is a confession of both 


of the retailer, and personal Jisre- 
gard for the greatest asset in the 
world, confidence, 

When the credit man’s confi- 
dence is destroyed in a merchant 
his credit is at low ebb,-. regardless 
of the merchant’s financial stand- 
ing or rating. . 

And the return of goods that 
have been regularly purchased, and 
regularly ordered out, is not mor- 
ally prudent or commercially right, 
unless there is an embarrassment 
on the part of the merchant which 
is voluntarily acknowledged, and 
jobbers accordingly put on notice. 

The remedy for adjusting exist- 
ing overstocked conditions is to 
put more pep and punch in sales- 
manship—and then in the future to 


in purchasing. 

At any rate, if a retailer makes 
the purchase of goods, and they are 
shipped out in good faith, he should 
adjust himself to his consuming 
trade on a fair and equitable basis 
and with that consciousness in- 
spiring him drive the salesmanship 
end until the merchandise has been 
legtimately disposed of.

One process that appealed with 


‘favor to the society, we are told, 
‘is that of “combining lignite, or 


particles of coal otherwise -value- 
less, with petroleum from which 
gasoline, kerosene and other prod- 
ucts have been extracted, and 
thus making from refuse a fuel 
termed liquid coal.” 

Commenting upon the _ well- 
directed efforts of these scientists, 
The New York Tribune says edito- 
rially: 

“While conservatives will await 
further informatior and perhaps 
actual demonstration, before becom- 
ing unduly enthusiastic, yet it 
would not be surprising to have the 
discovery of a coal substitute. An 
ideal process would be to draw fuel 
from the atmosphere. Even this 
may come in time—who can tell?’ 

It: is all very well, commendable 
and constructive, for science to 
seek ‘new sources of fuel and 
means of applying to the needs 
of man those forces now known 
to be in existence—such, for ex- 
ample, as the heat units in the 
atmosphere; the rays of the sun, 
the tides; the molten inner mass 
of the earth, etc, 

Doubtless in time—how many 
years or centuries hence no one 
can foretell—all of those forces 
will be utilized. 

But why worry about the possi- 
bility of evolving a process for the 
manufacture of “liquid coal’ while 
there are millions upon millions 
of horstpower units of it in a 
natural state now running. to 
waste gach year, roaring and 
singing its way to the sea, unused, 
simply "because of our failure to 
put it in harness and connect it up, 
through wires with our homes, 
factories and rail transportation 


‘lines? 


Reference, of course, is to the 
wasted and neglected hydro-elec- 
tric power resources of the coun- 
try—resources in which the south. 
east, and the entire district com- 
prising the Appalachian water- 
shed, is exceedingly rich! 

Here, right at our very doors, its 
“liquid coal’ in abundance, and in 
supply that will neyer be ex- 
hausted so long as vapor rises 
from the oceans to fall again upon 
the land in the form of rain. 

It is our fault that we are not 
using it, and saving our fast- 
vanishing coal and petroleum de- 
posits,

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At last we have an authoritative 
interpretation of the Chicago piat- 
form, without reservations.

A Reward. 

It seems only yesterday that these 
same men and their like were busily 
announeing to the world with 


ghoulish glee that this Wilson ws 
a dying man and that, paralyzed 
from head to foot, he was utteriy 
incompetent to perform the most or- 
dinary functions of an executive 
officer. And now a great political 
party. without a single constructive 
policy, is mobilized for the purpuse 
of fighting this dying Wilson.

No, 
the issue is not clear, and many 
very sensible men have misunder- 
stood it. Such good republicans as 
ex-President Taft, ex-Attorney Gen- 
era] Wickersham, President Lowell, 
of Harvard, and a long list of shin- 
ing republican examples have de- 
clared over and over arvain that 
they would be willing “to go into 
the league as presented by Mr. Wil- 
son.” Surely this cannot be tne ter- 
rible “Wlilsonism.” for if it is, its 
deadiy contagion is atready run- 
ning rife among republicans. 


That ell of this is Wilsonian, Is 
true.

New York, September 18.—Ob- 
secure as are many of the details 
of the latest Italian disorders, 
which have begun to draw world 
attention away from the Polish 
campain, it is not less plain that 
the whole economic structure of 
the Italian monarchy and its po- 
litical edifice as well are endanger- 
ing by disturbance which must, at 
the least, recall certain details of 
the Russian revolution of three 
years ago. Nor Is it reassuring to 
note that labor in Britain is mani- 
festing a determination to act vio- 
dently, which gives promise of 
acute industrial crises in the near 
future in the British Isles. 


The case of Italy is, however, far 
more serious than that of Britain 
because Italy has emerged from a 
war in which she shared the hon- 
ers of the victors stricken with 
not a few of the disabilities of the 
vanquished. Underlying all else in 
the Italian disturbance is the un- 
_mistakable fact that the war, which 
promised so much for Italy, has 
proven the gravest disappointment 
since the rise of the Savoy mon- 
archy, the final circumstance of 
which was the entrance of Italian 
troops into Rome just a half cen- 
tury ago. 


Causes of Upheaval. 


Politically and economically the 
world war has brought to the Ital- 
lan people few of the rewards 
which were hoped for. In a brief 
review of the circumstances and 
purposes of Italian partcipation fn 
the recent struggle it may be pos- 
“®le to set forth the political and 
economic causes of the present up- 
heaval. 

Italian entrance into the world 
war was not, as in the case of 
France, Russia, Belgium and Ser- 
bia in 1914 and the United States 
in 1917, the result of any direct an¢ 
hostil@é\.action of Germany or Aus- 
tria. On the contrary, at the mo- 
ment when the conflict broke; Italy 
was allied to Austria and Germany 
and when the Italian government 
declared its neutrality there was at 
no time any overt act on the part 
of the central powers which could 
supply the Italians with even a 
pretext for taking up arms. Prince 
von Bulow, former chancellor of 
the German empire and unques- 
tionably the ablest German etates- 
man, spent months in Italy striving 
to persuade the Italian ‘govern- 
ment to remain neutral. 

The price of Italian neutrality 
was not concealed either from the 
Germans or their foes. From Aus- 
tria Italy demanded the Trentino, 
including Botzen and Meran and 
Trieste, with the surrounding Ital- 

n regions. The demand was 
solidly based upon the Latin char- 
acter of the inhabitants of all of 
the regions claimed save the Bot-. 
gzen-Meran fracticn of the Trenti- 
no. What Italy sought to do was 
to complete# hen unification. _n 
1859 she had “fought Austria in al- 
liance with France and had profitted 
from the « victory, regaining 
through negotiation after victory 
and through the splendid audacity 
of Garibaldi all of ancient Italian 
patrimony save only Rome and the 
province of Venetia. In 1866 she 
had again tought Austria, thjs time 
in alltance with Prussia, and had 
acquircd all of Venetia save the 
eastern shore of the Adriatic and 
the Trentino valleys north of Ve- 
Bna. Four years later the recall 
of French troops from Rome at the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian 
‘war had enabled Victor Emmanuel 
to enter e Eternal City at the 
head of his troops and make it his 

n capital. 

After 1870 there was still the 
eastern shore of the Adriatic, with 
Trieste and the various Italian set-

tlements along the sea, many of | 


which had been Venetian and all of 
which still possessed magnificent 
monuments of ancient Roman oc- 
cupation. Between Austria end 
Italy the question of Trieste and 
the Trentino, of Italia irredentat, 
remained unsettied and the coming 
of the world war not unnaturally 
held out for all Italians the. prom- 
ise of one more opportunity to joic 
with a foreign nation in its war 
upon Austria and acquire as a re- 
ward the still unredeemed frac- 
tions or the italian race. 
German Influence. 
But if the Austrian was for the 
Italian the hereditary enemy and 
the question of the irredenta was 


another Alsace-Lorraine. Italy 
felt no corresponding antipathy for 
the’ German. On the contrary the 
German had become a mighty in- 
fluence in Italian finance and in- 
dustry. Genoa was a southern 
Hamburg or Bremen, the home pyrt 
of vast German fleets, the banks of 
Italy were many of them merely 
the subsidiaries of German institu- 
tions, all through northern Italy, 


where the industrial life of Italy 


centers, German influence was tre- 
mendous and the Germans were 
found everywhere. That the Ital- 
ians liked the Germans personally 
was not true, but that “big busi- 
ness” in the two countries was 
closely allied and Italy i many 
ways an economic dependent of 
Germany was clearly the case. 

Italian neutrality angered but did 
not much surprise the Germans in 
August, 1914, but when their ex- 
pected victory did not arrive and 
the six weeks’ time table to Paris 
had to be abandoned, following the 
defeat at the Marne, the Germans 
realized that they had now not 
merely to reckon with Italy as a 
neutral, but #8 a consequence’ of 
the Austro-Italian issue, to count 
upon Italy as eventual enemy, 
unless there could ,be some settle- 
ment of the issues*between Rome 
and Vienna. On the other hand it 
was always clear that if such a 
settlement could be arrived at Ital- 
jan neutrality was assured. More- 
over, as the British blockade drew 
tighter and tighter the Italians’ 
orts became the chief avenues of 
mportation for the Germans and 
Italian neutrality as important on 
the economic as the military side. 

All the winter of 1914-l: and well 
into the spring Prince von Bulow 
fought to hold Italy neutral. Pres- 
ently Berlin even went to the 
length of putting pressure upon 
Vienna to ake territorial concés- 
sions. Viena, on its side, with 
characteristic sluggishness, deiay- 
ed the debate and, while consent- 
ing to certain sacrifices in the 
but not including Bot- 
zen and Meran, steadfastly refused 
to cede Trieste or any territory 
beyond the eastern frontier of 
Italy. 

Given the [Italian purpose, the de- 
termination ‘te complete the re- 
deeming of Italian lands and peo- 
ples, there could then be no doubt 
as to where Italy would fight in 
the end. But there remained the 
question of when she should en- 
ter. Most of her politicians, like 
Giolitti, the heir of Crispi and a 
frank friend of the Germans, 
posed precipitate entrance. His con- 
tention was that the war would be 
long and that Italy would be wiser 
to wait then to plunge in too 
promptly at the cost of prolonged 
effort. Given the state of Italian 
finances, the great expenses of the 
Turkish war still recent and of 
the conquest of Tripoli still incom- 
plete, he reasoned that a long war 
would risk the very stability of 
the Italian structure. 

Quick Action Necessary. 

But on the other hand, it was 
equally essential for the Italians 
not to wait too long. For if either 
side won the war, while Italy was 
still neutral, then there was an 


end of all hope of regaining Trieste 
and the Trentino and the frank pos- 
sibility if the Austro-German al- 
liance won of some retaliatory at- 
tack, as a consequence of: Italy’s 
failure to stand wit! her allies and 
her subSequent demand of Austrian 
territory as the price of bare neu- 
trality. 

Now in point of fact, it seems un- 
mistakable that Italian observers in- 
correctly gauged the situation in 
the spring of 1915. They placed 
too great reliance upon the expec- 
tutions of the Anglo-French-Rus- 
sian alliance and therefore took the 
fatal plunSe at the precise moment 
when Russia was reeling under’ the 
defeat at the Dunajec, which proved 
to be the first step in the series of 
reverses which was to lead to the 
revolution. AS a consequence, by 
the summer of 1915 Italy. a new- 
comer in the war, discovered that 
instead of arriving in time for the 
victory march she was actually 
only an @arly arrival at a party 
which was just beginning. 

As it turned out the war, for Italy, 
lasted more than three years. The 
defeat and retreat of Russian abol- 
ished all hope of a swift advance 
upon Trieste or upgthe Adige valley. 
Italian troops wefe pinned down 
just at the Aust n frontier and 
from the outset condemned to the 
glorious but not less restrict ad- 
vances which carried Cad6rma’s 
troops through Gorizia and within 
sight of Trieste, but had no dec'sive 
character. By the opening of the 
first winter. it became clear that 
Italy would have to make a supreme 
effort. It also became equally clear 
that e terrific strain was going to 
be placed upon the political-as well 
as the ecorfomic framework of Italy. 

In the spring of 1916, while the 
Germans were hammvrring at Ver- 
dun, the Austrians suddenly burst 
out of the Trentino and Italian soil 


was octupied. This, invasion was 
checke@pend the Regrilort offensive 
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promptiy drew Austrian attention 
to the eastward, but the effect of 
the blow was to weaken the weight 
of the Italian offensive a few weeks 
later. Italy, having taken Gorizia. 
u 
tion and iff material and lacked the 
heavy artillery and other machinery 
necess to go on. 

With 1917 came the total collapse 
of Russia, for Italy this had fright- 
ful consequences.. Cadorna’s army 
fought itself forwafd to the Bain 
zizza plateau north of Gorizia an 
seemed about to break through the 
Austrian front, but instead, Ger- 
man troops released by the Russian 
surrender, came south and won the 


victory of Caporetto, which was en- 


tirely of German planning and due 
mainly to German contribution. As 
a result of this disaster, culty 
checked at the Piave, while the 
fight to take Trieste was transform- 
ed into a .desperate defense of 
Venice. In addition a wide area of 
Venetia was occupied by the enemy 
and devastated as a consequence of 
the passage of armies. 
Italian Morale Broken. 

The disaster of Caporetto had been 
the result, in the first place of the 
break in Italian morale. The war 
had now exceeded al] the expecta- 
tions of the Italian people and the 
defeat of the Russians and the revo- 
lation had combined to give every 
promise that the war would be long, 
even if it were not lost. Suffering 
in Italy, as a@presult of the struggle 
wes becoming very general and 
there was a strong feeling in the 
peninsula that the French and the 
British had been responsible in part 
at least for Caporetto, because of 
their failure to support the Cadorna 
offensive with men and material, at 
the moment when it seemed about 
to win a decisive victory on the 
Bainzizza plateau. 

‘From Caporetto Italy rallied 
splendidly. The whole nation seem- 
ed suddenly to react and the resist- 
ance at Piave had something of the 
heroic character of the French 
stand at Verdun. In the summer of 
1918 the final Austrian offensive 
was broken at the Piave and Italy 
a few weeks later, passed to the of- 
fensve and smashed the crumbling 
Austrian-—army forever at Veneto- 

ctoria. All of a sudden victory 
without limit was achieved, the re- 
wards sought. after too long effort 
appeared at least only to be asked 
for. Unrest there had been in Italy, 
sullen and ever growing discontent, 
but for & moment, in November, 1918, 
with the success, the danger at 
home seemed avoided. 

But the Paris coference proved an 
even greater. disillusionment for the 
Italians than. the war _  itself.. In 
1915 they signed a treaty with 
the French and British at London, 
extended by certain private under- 
standings afterwards which insured 
Italian possession of the Trentino 
to the Brenner Pass, of the Austrian 
shore, with Trieste, to the Julian 
Alps, and all of the northern half of 
Dalmatia with most of the Adriatic 
islands. Added to this was the 
promise of wide sphere of interest in 
Asia Minor. including Smyrna. 


President Hostile 
But no sooner had Mr. Wilson re- 


turned from his memorable visit to 
Italy than the Italian representative 
at Peris became aware that the 
President was to prove a determined 
enemy to most of their hopes. His 
fourteen points bore heavily upon 
Italian hopes and claims in the 
Adriatic. He conceded them _ the 
Trentico as they claimed it, allowed 
them Trieste and the Istrain peni- 
sula. but in the matter of the Dal- 
matain coast, which had been prom- 
ised them by the British and French, 
and of Fiaume, which was Italian in 
its population, the president was ob- 
durate.Thus Italy, so far as finding 
herself a welcome ally at Paris, had 
finally to. choose between with- 
drawal and surrender of some of her 
dearest projects and as «# result 
withdrew. 

But even withdrawal could not 
solve the _ dificulties. Encouraged 
by President Wilson’s championship 
of their rights, which were unde- 
niable, the Southern Slava extended 
their claims and sought to enforce 
them by arms. Italy was on the 
point of a new war with the Jugo- 
Slavs and the daring , gamble of 
D’Annunzio, modelled on the exploit 
of Garibaldi and his thousand 
brought Europe to the edge of the 
new struggle. while the Peace con- 
ference was still in session and the 
pendirg war as yet unliquidated. 
In addition, B.ritain and France, 
Italy’s recent allies, so far fram 
standing with her, accepted Presi- 
dent Wilson's decisions, advised 
Italy to yield and even disclosed 
their sympathies with the southern 
Slavs in the Adriatic and with 
Italy’s Greek rivals in the Aegean. 

In sum, by war and by the peace 
which was to close the struggle in 
such fashion as to make war im- 
possible for the future, Italy was 
placed in qa position of financial 
weakness almost beyond hope. 
Her debt, heavy enough before the 
contest had been expanded to colos- 
sal proportions and was inconsider- 
able proportions hel@ outside of her 
own frontiers. Her dwn territories 
had been invaded and gavaged, she 
had lost more than 500,000 of her 
best manhood, she suffered from 
lack of food and fuel, aS a conse- 
quence of the blockade and the sub- 
marine depredations. 

Domestic suffering, moreover, in 
Italy as elsewhere, had had its poli- 
tical and economic consequences. 
Even during the war there had been 
unmistakable menaces from the di- 
rection of the Socialists, strikes at 
the moment when munitions were a 
matter of life and death and open 
“defeatism,’ at the hour when dis- 
aster of .Caporetto threatened the 
very life of the country. The war 
had brought in its train exactly 
those circumstances which we now 
recognize as inevitable, if war be too 
long protracted and the strain upon 
the population is thus well nigh in- 
tolerable 

€till, given all thesetircumstances 
it was possible that the peace might 
in some measure save Italy from 
the evil effects of her long trial 
But it was plain, even before the 
Paris conference met that the Ital- 
ian phase of the peace negotiations 
would have to possess a brilliant 
character that Orlando would lave 
to b home to Rome some -im- 
pressive fruits of the contest. not 
alone peace with honor, but peace 
with profits whien were such as to 
be unmistakable to every Italian 
and impressive enough to. stand 
comparison with the sacrifices of 
the long war. 

« Orlando Empty Handed. 

But, instead, Orlando, having long 
Pleaded the Italian case at Paris, 
had finally to quit the conference 


and empty handed return to his own 
country to appeal to his fellow citi- 
zens for their sanction of claims far 
inferior to the minimum of expecta- 
tion. Italians saw Great Britain ac- 
quire practically all of the German 
colonies, take new title to Egypt and 
assert unchallenged supremacy in 
the valleys of the Euphrates and 
the Tigris as well as that of the 
Nile, seize the greater portion of 
the German merchant marine and 
successfully establish e claim to 25 
per cent of the Geéerrman indemnity. 

As for France, they saw her .ac- 
quire Alsace-Lorraine in Europe. 
together with the ownership of the 
Sarre mines under conditions which 
at least held out a promise of uwlti- 
mate annexation. Moreover, to this 
was added the occupation of the 
Rhine barrier for a period of years 
and the climhax was capped by the 
Anglo-American-French treaty of 
insurance, which had since perished, 
but in the days of the conference 
seemed a vital fact to French and 
Italians alike. Outside of Europe. 
France acquired half of Togoland. 
almost all of the Kamerun in’Africa 
and Syria and Cilicia in Asia. As to 
indemnity, France established her 
claim to 55 per cent of Germany's 
total war payments. 

By contrast Italy, which had been 
invaded, as Britain d not, dis- 
covered that from German indem- 
nity she was to profit by only 8 per 
cent, while her claims against Aus- 
tria and Hungary, autoneatically fell 
with the approximate destruction of 
these two kingdoms. If hér ritle to 
Trieste and the Trentino was recoz- 
nized, her claims in the Adriatic 
were impatiently thrust aside bv 
President Wilsan, without protest 
by her British and Fretich allies. 


' Indeed these seemed frankly to sup- 


port the president in his champion- 
ship of the hea! claims of the 
southern 


Slavs, who, in the case of 


up her resources in ammuni- | 


, 


the Croatians, Slovenians and Bos- 
nians, had been Italy's opponents 
on the Carso for three years of des- 
perate fighting. In Asia Minor the 
Greek claim to Smyrna was held to 
overbear that of Italy. In Albania 
Greek claims were equally honored, 
while to American and allied eppo- 


sition to Italian purposes there\was 
presently added the decisive cir- }- 
cumstance of an Albania uprising. 
England and France had bound 
themselves to make compensation, 
if their gains in Asia or Africa were 
beyond the limits reckoned in 1915 
as probable, but these concessions | 
took the shape of desert tracts in 
the Sahara or adjoining Absinia. 


To establish their’ claims Tn Asia 
Minor. the Italians had to accept 
a new war with the Turks. To hoid 
Albania meant a war on the east- 
ern shore of the Adriatic, since the 
whole of the inhabitants of this 
story land had taken up arms 
against Italian occupation and driv- 
en the Italian troops to the seacoast. 
To realize the gains promised by the 
Anglo-French-Italian treaty of Lon- 
don, a war With the Jugo-Slavs was 
necessary and this war carried with 
it the perils due to American hos- 
tility, the possibility of the shutting 
off of American loans and even of 
British coal. Finally, all through 
the Near East Italian aspirations 
encountered Greek opposition and 
behind the Greek at Smyrna, at Con- 
stantinople, everywhere, was the 
substantial form of John Bull. 


Ne Answer to War Critics. 


Thus there was to be found no 
answer to the opponents of the 
war and the critics of the leaders 
and governmental system responsi- 
ble for the war in the results of 
the struggle. Italy had made 
enormous sacrifices, where she had 
calculated upon swift victory and 
great rewards; she had fought on 
her own soil, Where she had ex- 
pected to occupy «Austrian rov- 
inces. She now saw her llies 
bringing home great prizes, while 
not only were her own gains in- 
considerable by contrast, but many 
things promised were denied and 
her former associates an@ allies ap- 
peared as her most consistent op- 
ponents in the *Adriatic -and _ the 
Aegean, in Albania and in Asia 
Minor. 


Thus {In the double circumstance 
of war and peace must be found 
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the underlying explanation of the 
present Italian crisis. There are 
many other causes: there was an 
industrial and economic weakness 
when the war came. Italy was 
only just struggling to prosperity 
and national, solvency, after escap- 
ing from the frightful burdens her 
long slavery under an alien yoke 
had imposed upon her, when the 
war broke. She was least able of 
all the opponents of Germany to 
endure a long War and she has, 
in proportion to her resources, paid 
most highly and suffered most. 


But to understand the _ present 
Italian case one must see it whole. 
The responsibility is not merely 
Italian nor are the causes purely 
domestic and economic. The pres- 
tige the reputation of the existing 
regime has been well nigh de- 
stroyed by the attitude of Italy’s 
allies during and since the war. I? 
she sinks now into anarchy, as 
seems possible but by no means 
likely, the cause must be sought 
in the conference of Paris. in the 
decisions of President Wilson and 
in the actions of Clemenceau an@ 
Lloyd-George, who frankly desert- 
ed Italy whenever it was a choice 
een ottending the representa- 

fe o merica and

easy to dispose of the Italian al- 
legation, even if one recognize that 
most of the Italian mishaps were 
accidental an dnone the result of 
any malevolence. 


And it is not the least serious 
factor in the European situation 
that three great peoples, the Rus- 
Sian, the German and the Italian. 
are at this moment hostile to the 
System created at 'Paris and not 
unlikely in the remote future to 
drift toward an association which 
might prove perilous to the peace 
of the world.

In business circles, and eyen in 
banking circles, two features of the 
period of the readjustment through 
which the country, has been passing 
in recent months have come up for 
more than ordinary consideratfon— 
the matter of cancellations and the 
more serious one of the return of 
goods to the wholesalers, jobbers 
and manufacturers. 

The cancellation of erders is the 
less serjous of the two, and espe- 
cially so in view of the facts that 
in many instances cancellations 
have been due to delayed deliveries 
which have been caused by inabil- 
ity on the part of the shippers to live 
up to their contracts, strikes, con- 
jested transportation and slow de- 
liveries of raw materials being the 
background to much of the situa- 
tion. 

The actual return of goods, how- 
ever, is another and more serious 
proposition. In the north the large 
houses have recently taken a very 
definite stand in the matter, and 
are refusing to accept returned 
goods. This, no doubt, is what will 
occur all over the country if the 
practice is continued by dealers to 
the extent that it has been carried 
on of late. 

Credit men state that the return

market garden of great beauty. 
There are no weeds in China, I 
suppose because of constant watch- 
fulness, and absolutely nothing is 
wasted there that can be used for 
food or fuel. ~

in Chinese peanuts, Mancluirian 
walnuts, egg albumen, bristles, 
etc., have increased greatly during 
the last few years in spite of the 
big advances in steamship freight 
rates. The nuts are a very profit- 
able crop for the Chinese farmer, 
although in that country th. mid- 
dleman evil is eye and @» pite 
of every effort a small a. y of 
speculators acts to keep the farmer 
from getting his full share.

Sending the Goods Back 
_ Has Bad Effect on Credit 


of goods by. the merchant who has 
no reason to give but that he has 
overbought, can be construed in no 
other way than that he is either 
confessing something closely akin 
to financial embarrassment or that 


his sense of moral obligation is 
much below that which a man needs 
when his credit standing ts being 
considered. 4 
Although there is a general im- 
pression to the contrary, the good 
old days when “a man’s word was 
as good as his bond,” have not been 
entirely forgotten by the keen 
credit’ man. In fact, there never 
was a time in the world’s history 
when the moral responsibility of 
the buyer was more highly regarded 
than at present. Any line or action 
that tends to destroy the founda- 
tion upon which a man’s reputation 
for fair dealing rests is a far great- 
er hyprt to hinf than a narrower 
margin of profit on a shipment or 
twe of goods. And without having 
any further data upon which to 
base his conclusions the credit man 
who is faced with a reconsideration 
ofa merchant’s rating because of the 
return of goods to his house {s al- 
most forced to take the stand that 


-t is a lack of that sense of honor 


which is vital to our whole bustness 
fabric today. 

This view of the matter is pound 
to prevail in the majority of iIn- 
stances because no one knows bet- 
ter than the credit man the funda- 
mental soundness of our business 
and financial institutions. 


Good Will and Dollars. 


AS an evidence of the attitude be- 
ing taken by credit men all over the 
country a bulletin issued recently 
by the National Association of 
Credit Men contains in part the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The most valuable of your iIn- 
tangible assets is good will. You 
cannot put your finger .on it, but 
it is there, and it plays a promi- 
nent part on the nrofit side of your 
ledgers. Good will can only be ob 
tained, whether as buver or seller, 
by a carefully built-up reputation 
for fair dealing. To cancel orders 
arbitrarily or to return gooes with- 
out cause—simply because by so do- 
ing you can escape an unforseen 
loss—'‘s to endanger your reputa- 
tion for fair dealing, with tne con- 
sequent loss of rood will. And good 
will lost is difficult to regain. fMIf 
you desire to cancel an order or to 
return merchandise, let it 
brourht about bv negotiation. 
member, that the other man 
rights and losses to consider. 
manent good will is worth more 
thr>n immediate dollars.” 

This is a frank, fair and complete 
expression of opinion on this mat- 
ter by the one organization in this 
country whose opinions are inva- 
riably accented at their full face 
value by the leaders in the com- 
mercial world, 

The members of the Atlanta Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men, which %ts a 
part of the national association, -in- 
dorse this oninion and. they are in- 
dividually advisine their .customers 
that this is not only, their opinion, 
but that it will forfm an integral 
part of their future consideration in 
rating a merchant’s eredit standing. 
A number of Atlanta firms have al- 
ready fone so far as to refuse to 
ship goods to certain merchants 
whose nractice of arbitrarily return- 
ine goods has bh&come too flarrant. 
and the sreneral impression seems 
to be that it is onlv a matter ofa 
short time until this stand will be 
taken hy all jobhers and whole- 
salers throurhout the south. 

Salesmanship the Remedy. 

The better retailers throughout 
the country are strong in their de- 
nunciation of the practice and are 
urging draStic action by the whole- 
salers in order that i may be stop- 
ped. They contend that as the coun- 
try is rapidly returning to a pre- 
war basis when salesmanship and 
service were essential to real prog- 
ress it is only necessary for the re- 
tailer to pull himself and his sales 
force together and get busy and 
sell the goods. In the opinion of 
many retailers the past three years 
have tended towards flabby sales- 
manship .» and a lowering of the 
ideals of service. It has not requir- 
ed much ‘selling ability to hand 
goods over the counter to the cus- 
tomer who has been educated up to 
the idea that tomorrow or next 
week the price e1ll probably be 
higher. And the dealer who marked 
his goods up with every jump of a 
rising market, and who had trouble 
in getting goods to sell, easily fell 
into the habit of thinking that the 
loss of a sale today would mean a 
more profitable one tomorrow. 

Now that the situation has chang- 
ed the merchant who has allowed 
himself and his gales force to go 
stale on selling ability faces some- 
thing that comes as a sort of shock 
from the buying public, and too fre- 
quently he runs for cover by trying 
to throw the burden back ‘on the 
house from which he bourht by 
packing up the soods and sending 


them baek.

PRESTIGE LOST, GERMAN 


DYE MAKERS BAFFLED 


Complete Re-Establishment 
Is Impossible, Says 
Authority. 


The strenuous efforts now being 
made on the part of a cartel of Ger- 
man dye manufacturers to recover 
their former position of domination 
i th2 tr le, especially in northerh 
China, Spaingand England, will show 
little succe@s until Germany has 
firmly re-established her merchant 
marine or wu-~‘il she has come to 
such agreements with her former 
enemies as will make péssible and 
facilitate ~try into those ports 
which now look with disfavor upon 
a former enemy. 

This is the opinion of a prominent 
authority on the dyestuff situation. 
He rointed out the reasons for a 
’ -'eht future in the American dye 
industries and explained in detail 
two important drawbacks which 80 
far have handicapped American dy¢ 
manufacturers. 

“Germany,” he said, “must, after 
all produce that stuff which will 
maintain her domestic integrity. The 
dye industry was a very important 
one in Germany. She held a world 
monopoly on it. But the war changed 
this very effectively. Especially 
-- regards the United States. 

‘Cut off from the German source, 
we began to make dyes, and have 
already succeeded in turning out 
some colors every bit as good as 
any German dyes ever produced. 
In some vat dyes we have ‘not yet 
touched the German standard, but 
what reason is there to think that, 
given the proper time, we cannot 
do so. The Germans, you must re- 
member, developed this industry 
over a rather long period, and some 
of the secrets of it are theirs yet. 
and theirs alone. 

“But what of the future? If the 
inlustry was so important in the 
past, why can it not be looked upon 
as an important one for the future? 
Simply because Germany must be- 
gin producing what one might term 
the more practical things of life.”—

Removing the “‘Bugaoo”’ From Foreign Trade | 


(Editor’s Note—The following ar- 
ticle, the author of which, Lieuten- 
ant’ B. C. Getsinger, is executive 
director of the Atlanta “Plattsburg’ 
for pan-American commerce, brief- 
ly but pointedly sets forth the 
foreign trade situation in its rela- 
tion to Atlanta’s business world 
shows how the one small remain- 
ing obstacle in reaching out for an 
almost limitless market may _ be 
overcome, and outlines the course 
of instruction on foreign trade to 
be even at the Atlanta Chamber 
of ommerce building, beginning 
October 27. It should be read by 
every business man who has At- 
lanta’s well-being at heart.)

Until recently four things have 
stood in the way of Atlanta’s 
greater development in Latin Amer- 
ican trade, Atlanta being, in this 
connection, only an example of the 
south in general, and especially of 
the south Atlantic states. 

1. Lack of ships operating from 
the south Atlantic ports. 

2. Preight discrimination and 
lack of a cargo-producing organi- 
zation in the territory back of the 
~wordd. 

3. The demands of the democratic 
and ‘European markets. 

4. Lack of concrete knowledge 
of foreign trade procedure. 

While other agencies have co- 
operated, Mr. Matthew Hale and his 
associates have been most largely 
instrumental in removing the first 
two of these barriers; eighteen 
ships are now being profitably op- 
erated for this trade, from south 
Atlantic ports, and freight is being 
supplied in constantly increasing 
medsure. 

The third condition is rapidly 
changing, European markets are 
approaching the place where only 
raw materials and not manufac- 
tured products can be used, and, at 
home, the supply is gradually 
eatching up with the domestic de- 
mand. These conditions are em- 
phasizing the necessity of our sell- 
ing abroad, and one great need re- 
mains—that of furnishing detailed 
information of such comprehensive 
and trustworthy nature as will 
enable the manufacturer, the 
broker, the banker and the sales- 
man to enter the field with intel- 
ligence and confidence, 

Many incorrect ideas are prev- 
alent regarding this subject, large- 
ly the relics of the conditions ex- 
isting some years ago. These have 
to do with the alleged difficulty in 
securing reliable credit informa- 
tion, long credit terms nécessary 
to give the Latin American mer- 
» chant, the difficulties of sultably 
packing for export trade, and the 
like. As a matter of fact, many 
of our merchants are selling ex- 
clusively for cash or for time ac- 
ceptances which exceed little, if 
any, the time given in this coun- 
try, cash being drawn against the 
documents before the shipment 
leaves port and, in many cases, as 
soon as the goods have been load- 
ed on the cars to be transferred to 
the port. One American mercantile 
agency maintains a force of forty 
men, in a South American city, 
whose duties have to de exclusive- 
ly with securing credit infrorma- 
tion. 

W. find, then, that our real ob- 
Stacles ha‘e been reduced o one; 
ignorance—of afct, and of method. 
This, as is: often the case, is the 
real “bug-a-boo” and has been 
Jargely responsible for the tardy 
development of direct shipping 
lines from southern ports. As an 
example, the average cotton mill 
prefers to give a firm in New York 
exclusive agency for its goods, to 
permit the goods to be shipped to 
New York and there be reloaded 
for a foreign port (causing a great 
economic loss and placing the south- 
ern manufacturers in a position of 
distinct disadvantage as compared 
with his New England competitor) 
than to make direct sales or to de- 
part from the path of least resist- 
ance in order to assist in establish- 
ing a direct connection with the 
foreign country through a South 
Atlantic or a Guif port. You can’t 
blame the mill man very much, for 
he does not “know how” and should 
he wish to learn where would he 

i... Ao our practical mill man, 
who has long since forgotten his 
algehra and his chemistry and has 
become absorbed in money-making, 
who has a corporation on his hands, 
whose stockholders are expecting 
dividends—iIs he expected to drop all 
this an vo to college again for two 
years and be renovated and brought 
up to date? This is too much to 
expect, the mountain will nat come 
to Mahomet and therefore Mahomet 
must go to the mountain. The 
school must be brought within Mr. 
Business Man’s reach: within reach 
as to place, length of time required, 
and methods of instruction em- 
ployed. In order to completely 
serve the purpose desired, this 
school must furnish detailed, com- 
prehensive information that Is up- 
to-date and that teaches the essen- 
tials within a reasonably short space 
of time—must, ‘in short, bear the 
relation to business that our in- 
tensive training camns or “Piatts- 
burgs” bore to the rapid mobiliza- 
tion and organization of our figeht- 
ing forces in 1917 and 1918. Such 
were some of the considerations 
that led John Barrett. whose name 
is the synonym throuchonut two con- 
tinents, both for friendship and for 
trade among the Americas, to co- 
operate with the officials of the 
Southern Commercial congress in es- 
tablishine the first “Plattsbure” for 
foreign trade, the sessions of which 
were held in the Pan-American un- 
ion in Washineton. and which had 
the enthstastic Indorsement of Se-- 
retary Alexander and othe roffi- 
cials of the United Stetes denert- 
ment of commerce, and of leading 
business men-and educators all over 
the country,

Orders left at these sta- 
tions will pe telephoned to the 
store, where professional shoppers 
will proceed to fill them, evén 
though they are compelled to go 
outside the Jones’ store for ar- 
ticles. 

This is not an experiment, for dur- 
ing the pagt six months this com- 
pany has maintained such a sta- 
tion at Liberty, Mo., twenty-five 
miles from Kansas City, and the 
results have been a revelation to the 
firm. Patrons have expressed com- 
plete satisfaction. It has been such 
a substantial success other branches 
will be opened in surrounding towns. 
Chester L. Jones, president and gen- 
eral manager of the company, has 
announced.

Trenton, N. J., September 18.— 
Charles E. Hughes ovened the re- 
publican campaign in New Jersey 
today with an address before the 


'republican state convention in which 


ie declared the result of the Maine 
election “with an unmistakable em- 
phasis points to the verdict of the 
country.” 

Reviewing the administration of 
the war, Mr. Hughes said “never 
in our history had an opposition 
party so completely subordinated all 
partisan difference to the support 
of the administration” and further 
on he declared: “In truth, it was 
the republican leaders, insistent in 
their demand for speed and effi- 
vlency in military effort, who In 
largest measure furnished the driv- 
ing power behind an administration 
which too long had fatuously cher- 
ished a false security and too long 
had been benumbed by inactivity 
and indifference to the vindication 
of American rights.” 

Unpreparedness resulted In griev- 
ous extravagance in outlay in the 
hurried effort to make amends, Mr. 
Hughes charged. Prevailing high 
costs, he said, were largely due to 
a heavy burden of taxation and the 
endeavor to recoup through enhanc- 
ed prices for the tremendous levies 
made upon business.” 

Mr. Hughes said there was no 
controversy about the desirability of 
an association or league of free na-« 
tions to aid in promoting the peace 
of the world, but the question is 
one of method, of particular plan 
and its essential import 

Of Article X-he said: 

“This article has been described 
as ‘the heart of tke covenant.’ If 
it is, the covenant thas a bad heart. 
Article X is really the vice of the 
covenant. Why there should have 
been such tenacious insistence upon 
it must remain a mystery, unless 
it can be said to be due to pride 
of authorship.” 

In a host of contingencies, now 
unforeseeable, declared the former 
justice, it will be necessary to de- 
nend on the intelligence, rood sense, 
firmness and sincerity of the pres- 
ident to be elected and in this con- 
nection Mr. Hughes said Senator 
Harding “invites the confidence of 
the country.”

what action might be taken by the 
various state railway commissions 
affected. Then came the announce- 
ment from Illinois that the courts of 
that state had issued an injunction 
preventing the Illinois railroad com- 
mission from putting into effect 
lower intrastate passenger rates 
than those recently ordered by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
This week hearings are being held 
et Albany to determine whether the 
New York state railroad commission 
has the right to upset the higher 
passenger rates fixed by the inter- 
staté commerce commission last 
month. 


Power to Be Centralized. 


All of which means, as railroad 
men here see it, the various state 
railway commissions are going out 
of busines as far as having any 
real control over the railroads, and 
that power is going to be centraliz- 
ed at Washington. If it came to 
choosing between strict government 
control or no contro! naturally most 
railway officials would prefer to 
return to the oJ]d days of absolute 
independence. Hovrever, in decid- 
ing between serving one federal 
commission plus forty-eight state 
commissions, railway officials do 
not hesitate a second. 

And it must be admitted that 
there is little ground for hesitation. 
In discussing the subject with your 
correspondent this wee kone well- 
known railread president pointed 
ont that the public had no idea how 
the railroads had been pulled and 
hauled about by conflicting federal 
and state laws and regulations. In 
the eszst it was bad enough, he de- 
clared, but in the west it was worse. 
On one western road running 
through half a dozen western states, 
of which ke happens to be a direc- 
tor there is one state law, he said, 
requiring a certain kind of head- 
lirht in another a law calling for 
"n extra man or two in the crew: 
in another state fly screens must 
be put in; in the next fly screens 
are not permitted.

being held at Albany this week.

trnstate commerce. the _ inferstate 
rommerce commission” shall pre- 
ecribe the rate. faré, charge, clas- 
sification, regulation or practice 
thereafter to be observed, the law 
of ep » state or the decision or or- 
der of any state authority to the 
eontrary notwithstanding.” 

a ‘ geems niain. And it is. the 
first time that any such law has 
been written by congress on the 
statute books of the federal gov- 
ernment. 

This undoubtedly is basis for en- 
thusiasm on the part of harassed 
raiiroad officials. However, it 
merely marks the writing into the 
interstate “ommerce law power that 
the surreme c. rt. has heretofore 
recognized. In handing down its 
decision in the Shrevenort case the 
supreme court said “We are not 
unmindful of the gravity of the 
question that is_ presented when 
state and federal views conflict, 
but .t was added, “when the in- 
terstate and intrastate transactions 
of the earriers are so related that 
the government of the one involves 
the control of the other, it is con-

| Armenian Woman, Now in Atlanta, 


- Describes Atrocities Perpetrated by Turks 


P 


Driven From Her Home, 
She Is Forced tg Leave 


Her Six-Months-Old 
Babe to Hands of Fate. 


Starving Refugees Is 

Rendered by American 

Missionaries to Armenia. 
BY PAUL WARWICK. 


Dark eyes that are wistfully sad 
in horrible reminiscence, but are 


sincere and trustful in their plea—'‘ 


these are Maryam Ourfalian’s best 
proof of the things she has suf- 
fered, and the unspeakable things 
she has seen, as she now begs 
whole-hearted Atlantans and other 
great-souled Americans to take 
heed of the atrocious activities of 
the Turks in Armenta—atrocities 
that have spread their horror over 
more than six long, blood-sodden 
years. 

Mrs. Maryam Ourfalian is an Ar- 
menian, 25 years of age. She is in 
Atlanta now, at the home of her 
brother, Kiser Garabedian, a tailor, 
who lives at 88 Hood street. Mrs. 
Ourfalian has been in Atlanta only 
a few weeks. She has been in Amer- 
ica only a few days over two 
months—so that the tale she tells 
is not old history. 

Six years of it she stood, and the 
incidents of terrorism and incred- 
ible crime that occurred in that 
span are legion. She speaks no 
English, but through an interpret- 
er—Stephen E. Philibosian, head of 


-the rug department at the store of 


Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose — she 
has related her @€@xperiences, from 
the day she was cruelly sefzed by 
Turkish jandarmas and ‘ carried 


away from her six-months boy 
cog until the goodness of Ameri- 
can charity finally arranged her lib- 
eration, so that she could flee Tur- 
key for America—the land that 
held her only relatives who were 
not in the merciless slavery of the 
Turks. 

Her husband, two brothers-in- 
law, her father-in-law, and ten 
first cousins had been slaughtered 
when she last heard. Her babe and 
her sister died of starvation. 

Mrs. Ourfalian’s husband lived in 
the United States fourteen years be- 
fore he returned to Armenia and 
married her, and it was from him 
that she first learned of the great- 
ness of this land. From the Ameri- 
can consul in Turkey she received 
her first kindness, and now she is 
eompletely converted to the spirit 
of America. Sh@ concluded her ac- 
court with, “It was easy to find 
friends in America, for here all are 
friends.” 

It was during the first of May. 
1914, that the terror began among 
the Armenians, said Mrs. Ourfalian. 
She and her family lived in Pery, a 
small town near the city of Harpou. 
Turkey, and the first hint they had 
of the horrors in store for them 
was when the Turk soldiers came 
to the little town, demanding all 
arms and ammunition, breathing 
threats of certain and sure death if 
their requests were not obeyed. 


Men Tortured and Killed. 


A few days later all the able-bod- 
fed men were gathered and cast 
into prison—her husband and her 
kinsmen among them. Torture aft- 
er torture fell to the lot of the im-+ 
prisoned—they were beaten, cut, 
their finger nails were torn from 
the flesh, red-hot stones were plac- 
ed un@er their feet. The tortures 
were accompanied by the insistent 
query: “Why did you buy .arms 
and ammunition?” 

So she traced the awful account, 
until with tears in her eyes, she told 
of the bitter day when her husband 
—who had served for a year in the 
Turkish army and had bought his 
freedom—was taken to the bank of 
a nearby river, shot to death and 
viciously mutilated. ‘ 

“6 e 


“A month later,” she said, 


“soldiers of the Turkish government 


began to shout from the street cor- 
ners that all Armenian women must 
prepare themselves for deportation. 
Crowds of us went to the governvr, 
crying out our anguish, and actu- 
ally falling on our knees and rend- 
ing our clothes with the insistence 
of our pleas. But to no avail, for, 
like all of his kind, his heart was 
marble. 

“Lying on the bed in my room was 
my six-months-old babe. was 
forced to leave him. The cruelty 
and the speed with which they car- 
ried me aawy on tha@ painful march 
of amonths did not even give me a 
chance to go back into the house 
and kiss my babe good-by. My 
frantic appeal and my tears did no 
good. Carrying the babe with me 
was out of the question. Their stone 
hearts would not even permit mea 
last look at the child.” 


“They herded us together, and 


) again I tried to slip away and get 
“ my child. 


‘Leave the child,’ said 
the soldiers, ‘you're all golng to 
die soon. Let the babe die In the 


house.’ 
Driven by Turks. 

“We were allowed no horses, no 
mules, and were forced to walk at 
a hard pace while the Turkish 
soldiers rode behind on _§ their 
horses, driving us. away, we knew 
not where. The women who had 
brought their children were forced 
to carry them on their backs. After 
we had walked for miles, I remem- 
ber, there was one woman with 
two children, who would carry one 
of them a few hundred feet, then 
retrace her steps and get the other. 
carrying it forward, then repeat- 
all along 


“We were not walking on 
roads—we were making our pain- 
ful way through mountain paths, 
over the rocks, and through places 
which were practically impassable. 
Along the route were slain men, 
women and children. Men with 
their heads chopped off, women 
with their bodies ey lacerat- 
ed, children unrecognizably torn to 
Shreds. Our clothes, even, were 
taken away, and we lived those 
terrible weeks on the road with 
nothing to cover us save one light 
garment. . 

“After.a week, from the 400. the 
officers in charge selected 20 of 
the youngest and most desirable 
women. I was one of them. We 
ran back, some of us, and ex- 
changed clothes with some of the 
others to disguise ourselves, for 
we had ten times rather die than 
to go to the Turks. 

“A Turkish soldier who [f had 
known, who had visited the home 
of my husband and family. and 
who I had served with meals at 
many times, came to me and 
threatened me. He knew that two 
of my young first cousins and a 
young brother-in-law—three chil- 
dren who I loved dearer than my 
own life—were in the party @ts- 
guised as women, and he told me 
that if I would go with him he 
would save them. I went along 
with him for a short distance, un- 
til we reached a river, and there 
the three boys were discovered. 

irls Chosen. 

“They had put us twenty girls 
on horsebagk, and.from my place 
on the ho I Idoked back end 
saw the same Turk take one of the 
boys, as he had been ordered, and 
cut his head off. They said they 
would kill the oldest lad and let 
the two youngest live. I got down 
from my horse when I saw this, 
and began to cry. They told me 
that if I @idn’t stop crying they 
other two boys. 
They then took the boys away and 

them as slaves. 


"after we had walked for three 
‘greeks, jcovering a distance of about 
miles, we were divided |

Mrs. Maryam Ourfalian, now in Atianta with relatives, who tells a 
gruesome tale of atrocities she saw and knew from the Turks in her

into five villages. The women were 
taken to the harems of the Turks, 
some of them. I succeeded fora long 
time in eluding them, through the 
half-hearted kindness of a Kurd 
family. 

“IT had only three pounds in mon- 
ey, and I had promised the Kurdish 
woman (the Kurds are Turks of a 
sort, but speak a different tongue), 
the box of jewels I had buried at 
home before our exile. I gave a 
boy the three pounds to go back to 
the town where I had lived and get 
the baby I had left. After much 
trouble, I secured my child again. 

“Then they began to deport all 
the Kurdish people. The able-bod- 
ied men were gathered and disposed 
of as my husband and others in the 
village had been. The Turks deport- 
ed everybody in the town except 
three beautiful girls and a blind 
man. 

“I saw them put the blind man— 
from my hiding place on the top 
of the house I saw this—on the 
back of a donkey, then take insance 
delight in cutting him to pieces, 
beginning at his feet and slicing 
him with great knives. The three 
rirls they shot, after a few days. 
They were placed, one behind the 
other, and killed with one bullet. 

Hanged One Girl’s Mother. 

“They hanged one girl’s mother, 
and after the girl had remained a 
while, they cut her head in two 
with a powerful stroke of the sharp 
side of a shovel. One man, who 
had taken possession of a girl, 
told her to go into the garden to 
-ick melons, and while she bent 
over, he shot her through the head 
and p ed her with a sword. 

“He died a few days later, paral, 
yzed by his remorse. 

“TI saw, with my own eyes from 
the flat housetop, hiding behind 
the chimney, four hundred young 
Armenian men lined up, their hands 
tied behind them, and half buried 
in the earth—shot as targets. AS 
they shot them the soldiers yelled, 
‘Hurrah for Turkey! and ‘We are 
going to slaughter the Armenians 
for the coming seven years until 
the last one is gone.’ You can 
imagine what an agony it was for 
me to watch these young men of 
the snall nati_n annihilated. 

Returns to Ruined Home. 


“The Kurdish family _ that was 
keeping me began to say our food is 
about exhausted and we will have 
to let you go,’ at which time you 
can imagine how I felt, for I was 
washing, sewing and scrubbing their 
floors just to save my life, but even 
after that it did no good. Finally, 
I persuaded the Kurd, the man of 
the family, to go with me back to 
my home. dressed as a Turkish wom- 
an. I promised him I would give 
him the hidden jewels that I had 
left behind. Upon my return I found 
that our home was already torn 
down and burned to ashes; the 
money and jewels that I had bidden 
were gone. A next-door neighbor, 
a Turkish woman, told me that the 
government of that state had razed 
every Armenian home and had 
searched through and through, tak- 
ing possession of all money and 
jewels that were hidden. 

“The only thing that I found there 
as an Armenian was a young woman 
who was taken as Turkish property 
and about three hundred little Ar- 
menitan children. They were put in 
a barn like cattle and they were 
being fed of the food left behind by 
the Armenian families. I wondered 
whv they were feeding them. Later 
I discovered that they were afraid 
to eat the food that was left, for 
fear of poison, but as soon as they 
found out the food was perfectly 
safe from poison they began to take 
all the food and exile the little chil- 
dren also. 

The Children Drowned. 

“7 saw with my own eyes the 
Turks gathering the little children, 
putting them into his sacks, tying 
the top of the sack and dragging 
them fate the river. Imagine the 
agony that these little ones went 
through while being dragged on 
the ground! I believe they were 
half dgad when thrown into the 
river. ; 

“T saw a Turk take thttee of these 
little children and say, ‘I am going 
to have a good time tomorrow.’ 
The next dav he took them down bv 
the river side and killed them in 
different ways, claiming that he Was 
having a good time. 

“T was supposed to have accepted 
the Turkish religion, but carried my 
little Rible and hymn book next to 
my bosom, and had been reading my 
Armenian Bible all the time. Dur- 
ing these times the conditions were 
getting so bad there was practical- 
lv no food for mv baby. There 
were no clothes for the little ons 
I got hold of an umbrella and made 
a shirt to put on the child, but aft- 
er staying hungry for manv days I 
saw the little one pass away from 
hunger. Knowing that I was go- 
ing the same way. I thought I 
would try and get into a larger 
city to find food to save me from 
starvation. One evening I put on 
Turkish clothes and as a servant 
to a Turkish military man, who was 
going from our town to Harpoot. 
which is sixty miles, I walked by 
his cart al] that distance and serv- 
ed him. I washed his clothes ani 
did everything to please him to al- 
low mne to go by his cart and get 
into Harpoot. 

“When I arrived at Harpoot I went 
direct to the German missionaries. 
thinking that they might help me, 
as I have known them for manv 
years and they had taught us in 
their schools. T had perfect faith in 
them, bnt unfortunately I was turn- 
ed away. They told me that they 
had orders from their government 
and could not care for any Ar- 
menians, and that I must go back 
and find shelter elsewhere. 

“I thought of my husband, dead 
now for two years, that he was an 
American citizen and had lived in 
this country for many years, so I 
thought I would go to the Ameri- 
can consul and see ff he could do 
ieee for m 
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him of my troubles and what I had 
gone through, I felt like a new life 
had come to me. I was welcomed 
to him. He acted like an army of 
soldiers on my side. I gave him the 
name of my husband and he looked 
up and found that I was right. He 
was an American citizen, but being 
cut off from all commumication and 
almost helpless, he could do noth- 
sng but help me financially. I stay- 
ed in Harpoot under the care of the 
American consul for nearly three 
years. 

“In Harpoot, while walking the 
Streets, I ran across my sister, who 
was a widow with three children, 
one a baby and the other two ten 
and twelve years of age. I felt like 
a different person when I ran 
across her. She told me her story: 


Her Sister’s Story. 

“She was taken away with a 
bunch of Armenians, and while 
they were being lined up on the 
top of a mountain to be hsot, the 
little child began to cry for wa- 
ter. She aid: ‘I begged one of the 
soldiers to let me go to a nearby 
cregk and give the child a little 
water, and while talking to the gsol- 
dier—he happened to be one of the 
better hearted ones, perhaps having 
a little child of his own—he ale 
lowed me to go.’ Thrs happening 
at night she did not go back to the 
soldiers, but ran across two Kurds 
at the creek. She told them she 
possessed some money and would 
Bive it to them if they would save 
her and her child. Not knowing 
what had happened to her other 
two children, these Kurds took her 
to their home and kept her there 
for a week, and finally told he: 
that she had to go. 


“One evening she started from 
their home towards a creek that 
flows near the town and hid her- 
self thgre, as she knew that con- 
dition® were very bad. The baby 
which she had with her was on the 
verge of starvation, so she started 
walking by the creek towards the 
opposite side of town. At the end 
of the first ten days the little one 
died from hunger. She laid the child 
on a& dump pile and covered her 
up with dirt. Left alone now, she 
went ahead and ran across a little 
hut, knocked at the door and found 
that there was an Armenian widow 
and two children living there. 
Though she did not know that it 
was an Armenian house, she had 
to take a chance because she was 
about to starve herself. When the 
lady found that she was of her own 
nation she invited my sister in-and 
gave her a portion of the little food 
that she had to keep her from dying. 

“She stayed there about a month 
and then made her Way into 
the next town and there I ran 
across her. We both came together 
and decided to hunt for the two 
children that were taken away 
from her a year ago. Not knowing 
whether they were killed or stive,! 
whether they were sold as slaves 
at a distance or thrown into the 
river, she was in perfect agony. 


Search for Children. 


“We began the search for them. 
We first went to our home, which 
was only a few miles from the 
city, to see whether there was any 
sign of them or any way to find 
out what become of them. When 
we first went there my siste. in- 
quired of the elderly man who had 
taken the two children away from 
her. Though a neighbor, they did 


‘not hesitate to kill the children. 


“When my _ sister asked him 
where the little folks were, he an- 
swered; ‘Your girls, 10 and 12 vearsa 
of age, I took home and left in my 
wife’s care, but she, fearing that | 
might take the older girl as a 
second wife in the course of a year 
or so, punished her so much that 
they both ran away from home. 
They ran away to their home, but 
found no one there and the doors 
locked, and while wanderinz 
around the streets a Kurd ran 
across them and asked: 

“““Where have you been hiding 
all this time? Why haven’t you 
been deported with the rest of the 
children?” 

“*They answered that they had 
been kept by a Kurdish family, but 
had been punished so and had been 
hungry so long that they simply 
ran away. 

“*The Kurd looked at them, took 
the older one and said, “We need a 
slave; I will send you to my home” 
—which was about fifty miles 
away. The smaller girl, left alone. 
wandering around the streets, was, 
of course, crying. A Kurdish wom- 
an ran across her and asked: “Why 
is it that you have not been de- 
ported with the rest of the chil- 
dren?’ 

“"The child answered, “I have 
been kept by a family of Kurds, 
and they have taken my sister 
away from me and taken mother, 
and I have no place to go. Can't 
you take me as a slave?” The 
Kurdish woman took the ch!” to 
her home.’ 

“Then we went to the town and, 
after a long search, we found the 
younger child in the possession of 
this Kurdish woman. 

“We then started in search of the 
other one. While walking the 
Streets one day, the little girl saw 
a soldier and recognized him. say- 
ing to her mother, ‘There is the 
man that took away by sister: I 
know he is, I am sure. And then 
we all rushed to him and asked him 
if he did take the older girl, but he 
denied us any satisfaction. But later 
we learned, through other men df 
this town, that he did take the girl 
over to his home and was using her 
as a slave. 

“After a long trial, we succeeded 
in finding a man who might, if he 
wished, be able to smuggle the girl 
into our town. Day in and day out, 
we would go to this man and get 
down on our knees and beg and cry 
to him to bring back the girl who 
wasin the possession of the Kurd. 
Finally, I believe the man got tired, 
or perhaps his conscience hurt 
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so that he said he would do so; that 
he would bring back the. girl to us. 

“At the end of the four years, 
early in the morning, we noticed a 
gir] standing in the doorway. It 
was almost Empostible to recognize 
the young woman, as she had grown 
and could not speak Armenian. She 
had forgotten her own language and 
learned the Kurdish. It beyond 
imagination and is impossible to ex- 
plain how happy we were to find her 
and get her back to us. 

“When the American miSsionaries 
and the consul also left, as the 


‘United States had broken relations 


with Turkey, conditions went from 
bad to worse., There were many 
times when we stayed hungry three 
and four’days at g-time. 

Death of Her Sister. _ 

“At this time I was nothing but 
a skeleton, as I said, and 1 was 
obliged to find some way to keen 
the family and myself alive. So I 
went to work in a place for one 
loaf of bre a day; but you know 
what a motherly love means—when 

brought the bread home the two 
children were the only ones to eat. 
The work I was doing was mighty 
hard. I had to work from fourteen 
to sixteen hours a day to receive 
one loaf of bread. One day the work 
got so hard I felt it was impossible 
for me to go ahead. But my sister 
begged me and said, ‘Please go. I 
am about dead now and I can’t live 
much longer, but I had rather die 
than to see you and my children die.’ 
When I looked into her eyes I could 
not resist. 

“I said, ‘I will go back and work.’ 
but the same afternoon the oldest 
girl came to me and said. ‘Auntie, 
mother died; mother died asking for 
bread.’ : 

“I rushed back home and found 
her dead, lying on the ground. 

American Missionaries Return. 

“Finally I heard that the Ameri- 
can missionaries were coming back 
agatn and that they would start an 
orphanage, which was the greatest 
and happiest time of our lives, They 
did come back and when I put the 
three girls in it, it was easier for 
me to get enough to eat for my- 
self. After I placed the young la- 
dies in the care of the missionaries, 
I decided that it would be best for 
me to get away from the town. I 
heard tht the Arabians were better 
friends to the Armenians, so I de- 
cided that I would make an attempt 
to cross the Turkish boundry. Dur- 
ing my journey I was in prison sev- 
eral times and went through many 
hardships, but fiffally I succeeded in 
getting into Arabia. 

“When I arrived I ran across a 
young woman who had lost every 
member of her family also, husband 
and children, and she~had decided 
to leave that country and come to 
the states. Somehow she got hold 
of some money to come here. She 
had a brother in this country. I 
told her that I would love so mnuet. 
to go with her, because I had a 
brother somewhere in the United 
States, but I didn’t know just where 
he was, aS I hadn’t heard from him. 
in over eight years: neither had I 
written him, as I did not know his 
address. 

“She being a sympathizer and 
knowing my actual condition, «said 
‘I will take you with me, and when 
we get to the states we will find 
your brother, and you can pay me 
or not. After we arrived in this 
country {t was easy to,find friends, 
as everybody !s a friend here. It 
was easy to find my brother, for 
there are many ways to get in 
touch with people. 


May Prohibit All 
But Charity Cases 
At Grady Hospital 


Mayor to Ask Council to 
Pass Ordinance Prevent- 
ing Acceptance of Fees 
or Gifts for Services. 


City council will be abkea Mon- 
day afternoon by Mayor xty.to pass 
an ordinance restricting the opera- 
tion of Grady hospital to what it 
is intended to be—“as a charity hos- 
pital service only, except'in cases 


of emergency and contagious dis- 
eases,” ‘ 

The ordinance will provide fur- 
ther that when an emergency case 
shall have been taken into the hos- 
pital and the emergency has been 
relieved to the extent that the pa- 
tient can be safely removed from 
the hospital, the authorities in 
charge shall require the removal of 
the patient to his home or to an- 
other hospital. 

Acceptance of any fee, gift or do- 


surgeon, attendant or employee at 
the institution from any patient, 
will be made unlawffil and viola- 
tion will be made an offense pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment. 

On the other hand, if council acts 
favorably, it will be in violation 
of the ordinance for any patient or 
any firm, person or corporation on 
behalf of any patient to offer pay 
for services rendered at the hos- 
pital. 

Passage of this ordinance, says the 
mayor, will greatly curtail the ex- 
penses of running Grady hospital 
and make the institution what it is 
designed to be. He was‘prompted 
to draw the ordinance by the knowl- 
edge which he said had reached him 
that fees are bei + accepted in some 
instances at Grady hospital, which, 
though not covered by ordinance, 
is contrary to fhe rule governing 
the operation of the hoSpital. ’ 

: Text of Resolution. 

The text of the proposed ordinance 
is as follows: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council, That from and aft- 
er the passage of this ordinance the 
Grady hospital and other public hos- 
pitals of the city shall be maintain- 
ed and operated for the benefit and 
for the care and treatment of per- 
sons who are not reasonably able 
to procure such treatment and serv- 
ice at their own expense; that it 
shall be operated as a charity hos- 
pital service only, except in cases 
of emergency and contagious dis- 
eases. 

Be it further ordained, That no 
an emergency case shall have been 
taken into the hospital and the 
emergency has been relieved to the 
extent that the patient can be safe- 
ly removed from the hospital. the 
authorities in charge shall require 
the removerl of such patient to his 
home or to another hospital. 

To investigate Patients, 

Be it further ordained that the fi- 
nancial condition of each patient, 
who shall enter the hospital, shall 
be investigated and if it shall be 
discoyered that a patient has enter- 
ed the hospital who is not entitled 
to the service on a charity basis the 
authorities in charge shall require 


wemoval of said patient to his home 


Or alfother hospital as soon as he 
can be safely removed. 

Be it fhrther ordained, that no 
corporation, firm or ferson, who is 
under legal or contractual obliga- 
tion to- furnish hospital service to 
any proposed patient, shall procure 
or aid im procuring the admission 
of such patient to the city hos- 
pital. ’ 

Be it further ordained, That no 
physician, surgeon, official, employee 
or any other person connected with 
the public hospital in any way shall 
make any charge or receive any gift 
or donation from any patient or the 
employer, relative or any friend of 
any patient on account of any serv- 
ice rendered to such patient while 
an inmate of such public hospital. 

Be it further ordained, that no 
firm, person or corporation on behalf 
of any person or patient who shall 
be served in any public hospital 
shall pay to many person or make any 
gift or donation to any person on 
account of any service which shall 
be rendered at a public hospital. 

Be it further ordained, That any 
violation of this ordinance shall be 
an offense and shall be punishable 
by fine or imprisonment or both, in 
the discretion of the city recorder. 
and shall be ground for removal 
from any connection withthe public 
hospital.

RULING BARS ATHLETES 
NOT PASSING 12 HOURS 
WORK FROM S .I. A. A. GAMES 


NO GLOOM 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 18. 
Athletes who did not pass in studies 
aggregating twelve hours of recita- 


tion weekly during the last semes- 
ter of 1919-20 or the last two terms 
of 1919-20 in colleges using the 
three-term system, will be ineligi- 
ble to participate in Southern Intér- 
collegiate association games, ac- 
cording to an interpretation of the 
rules enacted by the executive com- 
— of the association here to- 
ay. 

The S. I. A. A. at its annual meet- 
ing last December enacted a ruling 
that any athlete except a freshman, 
to be eligible to play must have 
passed twelve hours of recitation 
work during the entire previous 
college year. 

The committee held that this rul- 
ing should not be retroactive back 
of the time of its passage and ac- 
cordingly passed the one-semestcr 
cr two-term regulation to govern 
the present football season. It is 
believed that many well-known 
athletes will find themselves inel- 
igible to play this fall by reason 
of this rule.

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ROOSEVELT FOLLOMS 
TRAL OF. ROOSEVELT 


Bridgeport, Conn., September 18 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, democratic 
vice presidential candidate, tonight 
wound up two days of campaigning 
in Connecticut, speaking from the 
same stand that Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt used in his campaign 
speeches. ; 

In the course of his speech, while 
he was touching on the league of 
nations some one called out: “What 
avout Ireland?” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that the re- 
publican charge that the United 
States was not on equality with 
Great Britain in voting power in 
the league ‘“‘was a half truth, which 
is worse than a whole lie.” To nie 
interroxator at this point he said: 
“It ig my dearest hope that in a 
short time [reland wili have a yoice 
in the league of nations.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, in 
nomination of Senator Harding and 
the republican leaders, said: 

“Suppose that in 1917 or 1918 
Senator Harding or Senator Lodge 
or your own senator, Brandegee, 
or on the other side, the presiden' 
of the United States had got up 
and-+said: ‘Fellow ciizens, all we 
are after in this war is So etek 
victory, and when we have Wefeat- 
ed the forces of the central em- 
pires we will bring our (troops 
home and make a separate peace 
with Germany, reconstitute The 
Hague tribunal and draw a Chinese 
wall around ourselves and let EKu- 
rope and the rest of the world go 
to the devil.’ 

“What would you said 
then?’ 

Mr Roosevelt said that the Unit- 
ed States had a double purpose in 
going into the war—to prevent the 
recurrence and to give smaller na- 
tions of the earth a chance to se- 
cure their own independence and 
rivh of self-determination.

“Mr. Harding has been a member of 
the United States senate since the 
svvernment was compelled to inter- 
vene in Haiti and San Domineo in or- 
der to prevent a recurrence at our 
very doors of acts which were de@m- 
ed intolerable” said. Mr. Roosevelt. 
“This action on the part -f the Unit- 
ed States not only met with no pro- 
test from the senate, but was done 
with the full knowledze of every- 
hody. As I remember it, the United 
States was obliged to restore order 
in Haiti in 1915 and in San Demin- 
ro shortly after that. Since that 
time there ha. been no effort to 
conceal the United States’ po'tey of 
helping these countries to get baclr 
on their feet, fine nciazlly and every 
other way and to enable them as 
soon as possihle to operate avain 
under their own legislatures.

SEALED BOTTLE BRINGS 
PROBABLE ECK‘O OF W’AR 


New York, September 18§.—What 
may be an echo of the war—in the 
form of a message from a ship 
sunk by a German raicer-—-was 
picked up today in Hoboke, where 
two longshoremen rescued from the 
water a sealed bottle. 

In the bottle was a penciled mese- 
sage, dated July 14, 1915, end pur- 
porting to have been written ly an 
officer on the steamship “Mep' gon” 
or “Hepigon,” the first Ictter of 
the name not being clear. 

The message stated the ship had 
been sunk by a German ralfid-r twene 
ty-four miles southeast of No-folk, 
and that forty-seven membe"s cf the 
crew had been killed. Tne messace 
wes signed by “Captain H. W. 
Dodge, of Cuba W. I. 
Mate J. B. Bulton, Chicago, I).” 

Records here do not show a ship 
by the name of Nepigon or Heniton 
to have been lost or missing: during 
the war. Frequently messages nick- 
ed up in sealed bottles have proved 
to be pranks of practical jokers.

OGLETHORPE 
HOLDS LIGHT 
PRACTICES

With the football training season 
now well under way at Oglethorpe, 
Coach Elcock has practically dis- 
carded all preliminary work for lim- 
bering up the muscles and other 
exercises necessary to condition the 
pigskin athletes for the steady 
grind of signal work and scrim- 
mage. The last few days of the 
week have been devoted to iight sig- 
nal practice and pointers on the 
different positions on a_ football 
eleven with demonstrations of how 
each position should be played. 

The weather man may send either 
sunshine or rain, but Coach Elcock 
particularly emphasized the _ fact 
that regardless of weather condi- 
tio there would be regular foot- 
bali\practice on WHermance field 
every week day afternoon,from 3 to 
6 o'clock and every member of the 
squad has quickly learned that 
“regular practice from 3 to 6” means 
three full hours of steady work and 
not one minute tea loaf, for loafing 
means overtime on the rope. : 

“Getting the rope” is the te 
applied to any member of the squad 
who, in the eyes of the coach, is 
taking it too easy. The guilty ath- 
lete is sent to a rope stretched three 
feet above the ground and, taking 
the position of a linesman, about 
ten yards to one side of the rope, 
he dashes under the rope to the 
same distance on the other side and 
continues back and forth until the 
coach is satisfied that the “no-loaf- 
ing rule” is thoroughly agreeable 
to the offending athlete. 


Bunch of New Material. 


Much of the new material on hand 
at Oglethorpe this season, although 
possessing abundant’ willingness, 
bulk and speed. has had little or 
no previous football experience and 
in order to round out a repersen- 
tative varsity squad Coach Elcock 
has had to begin from the ground 
up and drill the fundamentals of

Dual Duties for W omen 


Miss Annie Lee Rankin, county demonstrator of Buncombe county, 
North Carolina, has initiated in the schools of Asheville a better-biscuit 
campaign, which she hopes to push throughout the state. There will 
be an inter-school contest November 5. Prizes are to be offered to 
the best “makes of biscuits. 

The school is a good place to start to teach everything from the 
story of Ananias and Saphora to the domestic pursuit of making bis- 
cuits, but why not extend the contest in biscuits to the grown-ups 
among the housekeepers and the near housekeepers, both in town 
and country? 

The Southeastern fair, in Atlanta, will open the contest in Georgia 
or the premiums they are offering in all kinds of bread-making at the 
air. 

Though biscuits are more generally fed to people than any other 
kind of cooked bread. both from the town and country table, women 
who can make good biscuits are rare. 

A leading physician, in pleading with an organized group of women 
to learn to cook, bore testimony to the fact that the stomach trouble 
among the members of many well-to-do families he attended was 
due entirely to poorly. made biscuits. 

“I know. I have dined and supped at the house, and I know if 
{ had breakfasted at the house I would have met with the same aggres- 
sively bad biscuits,” he said. 

“Their virtue was the heat in them which quickly melted the 
good, fresh butter supplied, and this increased the taste for the bis- 
cuits, which tempted me, as well as the members of the family slowly 
poisoning themselves.”’ 

Bearing testimony to the poor biscuits made in the rural districts 
is the statement of a well-known Georgia woman, who said: 

“Determining to find out.why the farm laborérs were so often ill, 
moaning with colic frequently after they had had a noonday meal from 
the tin buckets tenderly filled by loving wives, I found, not the serpent 
in the grass, but the poison in the bucket, and charged green all 
through the biscuit. There was enough flour, lard, soda, yeast powder 
and other ingredients ignorantly mixed together to kill a regiment, 
eatirg sparingly of them. 

“In a word, the women who had made the biscuits were entirely 
ignorant of the first principles of how to make them, and they were 
slowly putting an end to the litt'e farm labor left in my district.” 

Now with the crime of the biscuit proven both in the town and 
the country, and the far cry there is between the dominant issue of 
woman’s voting and woman’s making biscuits, there is no doubt that 
the- vote and the biscuit in their way are equally important in today’s 
life in town and country. 

The women are going to vote, but let them not neglect the cam-

Viewed From A Mountain: Top

Wherever intelligent people are 
gathered together these days we 
find them sooner or later in their 
conversation discussing the ‘pres- 
ent transitory period through 
which we are passing. 

This transition was already being 
anticipated even before the event of! 
the war and the dean of magazine 
editors, Ilr. Lyman Abbott, was 
writing of it, ye ading for balance, 
even while the late Theodore Roose- 
velt was writing ‘for the same 
magazine! 

{industrial and labor conditions 
were aimost systematically leading 
up to their status as it is today 
when Ralph Easeiy, one of the na- 
tion’s specialists, in study of this

ward or forward or standing still 

Mr. Easely, who is chairman of 
the executive board of the National 
Civie kederation, which was found- 
ed by Mark Hanna as president, and 
Samuel Gompers as vice president, 
and has studied industrial and la- 
bor conditions and all relating con- 
ditions as wel, and from both sides 
of the question, charges that the 
need for stoek taking is all 
greater because. Of the fact that, by 
means of “insidious propaganda 
spread through the colleges, the 
churches, the newspapers and maga- 
zines, and all the media for tin- 
fluencing public sentiment, the idea 
has been emphasized until it is tak- 
ing hold in many important places 
that the present or@er of society is 
a total failure and ought to be 
abolished.” 

Mr. Kasley says that the sdvciatists 
have almost “put over” their idea 
that there must be a new order by 
harping upon it “until now it has 
become almost an accepted idea in 
the ‘intellectual groups that we 
must get a ‘new order’ right away.” 

“It is surprising,’ he asserts, ‘‘to 
find in discussing ‘the new grder’ 
with its intellectual’ advocates that 
they have so little information 
about actual conditions in our ewn 
country today under ‘the old order.

| HISTORIC TRAILS a 


BARNARD PATH. 
Barnard Path. 

Early maps show that Barnard 
Path led out from Coweta town, ten 
mile southwest of Columbus, and 
branched in the northern part of 
what is now Dougherty county, one 
path leading to Beard’s Bluff on the 
Altamaha river just above Doctor- 
town and the other to St. Mary’s. 
Tanner’s New American Atlas, 1823, 
designates this path as unnamed 
and does not show any definite lo- 
cation of towns or settlements after 
Coleraine. in Camden county, is 
This map describes the trail 
as leaving St. Mary’s, north and 
paralle] with the Bt. Mary’s river 
to Coleraine and from there it runs 
due north, crossing a branch of the 
Satilla river, which is probably Buf- 
falo creek on modern maps. Between 
the creek and river it continues 
north, turning west with and fol- 


lowing the Satilla, or “Little St. 
[lla river,’ as it was called by the 
Spaniards. The path follows this 
course a little to the south of the 
Satilla the whole length of the river, 
turning northwest, passing Barnard 
Settlement, on to Coweta town. Bar- 
nard Path traverses the present 
counties . of Muscogee, Marion, 
Schley, Macon, Sumpter, Dooly, 
Crisp, Wilcox, Irwin, Coffee, Ap- 
pling, passing directly through the 
courthouse ground of old Homes- 
ville (Deadtown), Ware, Pierce, 
Wayne, a small corner of Chariton 
and on to Camden. 

Timothy Barnard, a Scotchmear 
who blazed the Barnard Trail, was 
an early settler in the Lower Creek 
country. He was a man of unusual 
intellect and controlled the political 
life of the Uchee Indians. He took 
part with the whites against the 
hostile Creeks and served in the 
battle of Callabee under 
Floyd, with the commission of 
major. On the return of peace he 
rejoined his family on the Flint 
river near the line between Sumter 
and Macon counties. His wife was 
an Uchee woman and his half-blood 
children were noted for their beauty 
and intellect. 

Barnard’s Settlement was an im- 
portant place one hundred and twen- 
ty years ago. His store furnished 
supplies to many of the frontier 
families and was one of the popular 
trading posts for the friendly In- 
dians. Timothy Barnard’s son, Tim- 
poochee. became an Uchee warrior 
and, having some education, he ac- 
quired the language of several In- 
dian tribes. He acted often as in- 
terpreter and served in that ca- 
pacity at the treaty of Fort Wil- 
kerson in 1802, and also as inter- 
preter and 


ton in 1805, between General Dear- 
born, as secretary of war, and the 
chiefs of the Creek nation. Privi- 
leges were granted at that treaty to 
establish forts, factories and trad- 
ing posts among the Indians, 
that a horse path wags to be main- 
tained, over which the safety of 
travellers was guaranteed. 
Timpoochee Barnard settled on 
lands then known as Barnard’s Set- 
tlement. but which later became the 
town of Montezuma. His ‘trading 
post was a popular place from 1798

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Carrying Endowment 
Of the Federation 


The Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs has no more important 

endowment than that of the Ella F. White fund, which was estab 
lished in memory of a beloved club woman, the late Mrs. Harry White, 
who died in service to the women of the state as president of the 
ueorgia Federation. 
The purpose of the endowment is to have a maintenance fund to 
wry the busines of the organization so that the expenses of the 
federated body wil) not be a tax on any one personally, but shared 
equally by all. The extension of the federated club movement, and 
the necessity for maintaining the business of the organization in its 
varied activities, requires that there be certain sums of money for 
the carrying expenses. 

The growth of the club movement among the woinen of the nation 


and the growth of the Georgia Federation, especially since the recon- 
struction period, and the phenomenal extension of the work since, 
the Columbus convention, points to the necessity for building up the’ 
maintenance of the federated business for which the Ella F. White | 
dowment fund is intended. | 

It will mean economy to the club women of the state to build | 
up this fund, which will make it possible to conduct the business of 
the federation in a systematic busines-like way and not in make: | 
sft, irregular fashion. 

It is impossible exactly to predict the financial budget each year. | 
The club business presents emergency cases, when funds not planned 
are called for, and it is in such cases the Ella F. White endowment 
is needed. In many cases the federation may wish to bring a lecturer 
or speaker to a convention to speak on a vital subject. Such people 
cannot be asked to give their services to the federation, nor should 
any individual member be expected to pay the expenses. It is very | 
demoralizing to be taking up collections continually to pay such emer- | 
gencies or to pay some expense of the federation which presents Itself. | 


The executive board, expected to solve such problems, have no private’ 
funds, so it is logical to use the fund intended for such purposes. But: 
the fund will have to be built up to meet such emergencies, and to! 
mect the actual business expenses of the federation. ‘Therefore, at the 
forthcoming annual convention in Atlanta there will be no more im- 
portant subject to be considered. 

Also a kindred and important subject to be considered is the mat: 
er of per capita dues to the general federation, for Georgia must pay 
membership dues in the general federation. Though consideration of |

On the program of the Annual Convention of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of women’s clubs this year is Doctor de Vibliss, who has charge 
of the child’s bureau of the state health department. 

Doctor de Vibliss is a member of the United States public health: 
service, and has done an extensive work in the direction of baby wel-| 
ee during the war. She will especially urge upon the club women 

the state to co-ordinate the work being done in the various commu- 
nities of the state relative to baby welfare, so that no one organization 
or agency duplicate the work of any other. Doctor de Vibliss believes 
‘hat at the present moment there is the most general interest among 
the women of the state in behalf of public health, and especially 
umong children. She believes that through the establishment of the 

called baby health centers in every community, the welfare of the 
Mild will become a permanent line of work, and not one bringing just 
emporary interest, .with now and then baby shows for superficial 
orizes.

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HE civil war in 

America was 

one of the su- 

preme tragedies of 

all human history. And the truths of that history involve 

the lives of millions today. No people can escape their 

history. No people can outlive their history. They can 

only live in and through it. It is the soil out of which 

grows the life of today. And there can be no life of today 
apart from it. 

When I moved to Boston from North Carolina, in 
1889, I found that the ignorance of the north about the 
south was -appalling. The average man and woman in 
the northern states was better informed on the wars of 
ancient Greece and Rome than they were on our civil war 


and the dark days of reconstruction which followed. The 


act stunned me, and the more I thought of it the more 


it alarmed me. 
On a dismal afternoon shortly. after I had moved to 


/New England I sat in Tremont Temple and heard a Bap- 


tist preacher give an account of a trip through the south. 
He had taken it to get material with which to start a 
crusade on the negro question against the white people of 
the southern states. 

And, of course, from the car window he imagined he 
had gotten it. As a matter of fact, he had not gotten it 
even from his glimpse from the window. He had carried 
it with him in his ignorance and prejudice—the message 
he was delivering with passionate ernestness. Every word 


. that he uttered was inspiréd in the cheap vicious lies of 


w 


the poltical campaigns that had followed the surrender of 


Lee at Appomattox. 
He was a man of culture and an orator of rare elo- 


bayence. I listened to his tirade with increasing amaze- 


ment. ‘There was in it not a glimmer of the sympathetic 
knowledge of history that should have been his inheritance 
as well as mine—for we were of the same breed of men— 
the same religion—the same ancestry beyond the seas. 
When he reached the climax of his remarkable speech 
—he lifted one hand solemnly above his head and said: 
“My brethren, before God I warn you—that the only 
way to save this nation today is for northern mothers to 
rear more sons than southern mothers!” 
This sentence was too*huch for me. I had just moved 


to Boston, and I laughed out loud in meeting. I laughed 
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so loud and kept it up so 
long that it broke up the 
orator. He quit and came 
down to see me, and de- 
manded the meaning . of 


I told him 


merriment. 
frankly I had laughed because he was funny. 
see it—nor cold the good religious folks gathered about 
him. He challenged me to answer his speech and I ac- 
cepted. 

The pathetic eagerness and hunger for truth with 
which the northern people received my reply, set me to 
work on my task of thirty years’ study of the civil war 
and reconstruction. é 
WROTE TRILOGY 
OF RECONSTRUCTION. 

Out -of this study I wrote my trilogy of reconstruc- 
tion, “The Leopard’s Spots,’ “The Clansman” and “The 
Traitor.” 

The novels had their measure of influence, but it was 
small compared to the power of the play. The same ideas 


put into dramatic form through the spoken play, “The — 


“The Birth of a 


practically reached every man, woman and child 


Clansman,’ and the screen version, 
Nation,” 
in America—for not: less than fifty million people saw 
them. I am happy in the faith today that the truths of 
history set forth in these books and plays made forever 
impossible a revival of sectional hatred in America. 

Of all the forms through which an author may express 
his ideas, the historical drama is the most vivid and power- 
ful.

He suddenly let out a yell, unstrapped his wooden leg and 
threw it to the ceiling of the theater. Luckily it struck 
near the wall and no one was hurt. 

There is no estimating the power of a great historical 
play. It can make and unmake the policies of a nation.

Lee as the center of this play because his character is of 


such moral grandeur that more and more it must become 
the priceless treasure of the Anglo Saxon race. 

The fact that Robert E. Lee chose to share the miseries 
of his people in a war against overwhelming odds is today 
the noblest possible vindication of the principles for which 
the south stood. And the fact that he said at Appomattox: 
“Tf I had it to live all over again I would do onary. et 
I have done,” is the final seal of his lofty soul on the 
for which he fought. itl 

Lee’s character is one of the glories of America. It 
is the proud birthright of every boy and girl of the south, 
and it is the duty of those who know to tell it to their 
children. 

We are living in days when whiskered clowns are 
howling from the street corners that America stands for 
nothing worth cherishing. The answer to these fools is 
the story of the men who fashioned this republic of free 
democratic states out of the wilderness. 

Among these men the noblest figure of them all is 
Robert Edward Lee. 

The study of his life brings out in my play some 
startling history—many things that will be equally aston- 
ishing to the north and the south. 

Lee’s position on the negro, for example, will be 
revelation to many, as it was to me as a student of his- 
tory. It was the habit of cheap orators in the north to 
proclaim the final solution of the negro problem in the 
results of the war when the south went down in defeat 
and ruin. The negro probleni was not solved by the sur- 
render of Lee. It was created by his surrender. 

Lee was as much an abolitionist as Abraham Lincoln. 
He had freed all his slaves before the war, and, under 
the terms of the Custis will, he freed the slaves of Mrs. 
Lee’s estate before Mr. Lincoln issued his proclamation 
of emancipation. 

Scribblers have written that Lee fought to uphold 
slavery, yet he refused to own a slave, while General 


Grant, his opponent, was a slave owner. Lee urged the 
gouth to free every slave at the beginning of the war and 
pay their owners in confederate bonds. He foresaw clearly 
the unjust accusation of a defense of slavery when slavery 
was not the issue of the war. 
that with the moral seatiment of the world against us 
on this issue our cause could never be recognized. 


If his advice had been heeded and the confederacy had 
shaken off the incubus of slavery, the south would have 
been recognized by Europe and WOULD HAVE WON, 

I hear a Modern Knight of the Golden Dollar exclaim- 
ing: “And our success would have been the worst thing 
that could have happened, now our country is united!” 

No more foolish .words were ever spoken. If the 


south had won the confederacy would have absorbed the 


northern states in a restored union. This would have been 
inevitable- The south created this republic and a triumph- 
ant south would have restored it with wholesome reforms 
but for the confusion caused by the problem of the negro. 


JOHN BROWN’S RAID 
SUPPRESSED BY LEE. 


The south would have followed Lee’s example and 


advice in 1862 and freed her slaves but for one tremendous 
fact—our people did not know what to do with the negro 
when free. The north did not know what to do with 
them. Nor do they know today what to do with them, 


Abraham Lincoln’s mind was clear on that subject— 
clear as a bell to the day of his death. He believed and 
declared: “There is a physical difference between the 
white and black races which will forever forbid them living 
together on terms of political and social equality.” 


Lincoln intended to colonize the black race. Lee be- 
lieved this the only possible solution. And back to this 
soluton our nation may yet feel its way through blood and 
tears. 

Another thing developed in this play that is inter- 
esting to the student of history is the fact that Lee was 
the officer in command who suppressed John Brown’s raid 
into the south. It was the fashion in the north for two 
generations after the war to glorify old Brown as a mar- 
tyred hero. History is now being written. And even so 
partisan a writer as Oswald Garrison Villard is compelled 
tq describe Brown’s act as “cruel, gruesome and reprehen- 
sible.” 

Against this northern outlaw, Lee stands firm as a 
rock for the fundamentals of civilization. That the north 
struck the first blow against the south at Harper’s Ferry 
is pow an acknowledged fact. The shot against Sumpter 
twb years later was the south’s answer to the crack of 
Brown's rifle. 

There can be no doubt that Lee’s encounter with 
John Brown influenced profoundly his life and character 
in the supreme crisis which came in 1861. For when 
Abraham Lincoln offered Lee the command of the union 
armies northern troops were pouring into Washington 
singing their song of glory for old John Brown and all 
for which he stood. 

He had seen the bodies of the men he had mur- 
dered in the streets of the quiet Virginia village. And 
when Lee refused the glory of the triumphagt command 
of the northern armies he stood for exactly the same prin- 
ciples of law and order as he did the day he ordered the 
assault on Brown’s barricades in the arsenal at ares 
Ferry.

“The moving picture is a tremendous 
influence today,” says Senator Hard- 
ing. “And the fact that it is con- 
stantly progressing toward higher 
ideals gives promise of it filling even a 
greater place in public life in the fu- 
ture. When such fine performers as 
John Barrymore, Elsie Ferguson and 
others in pictures today, give their 
best sfforts to the silent drama there is 
bound to be progress and pictured 
drama will be an influence to the 
thought of the millions who see them.” 

Senator Harding was riding along 
Main street in his car when’a bus rat- 
tled by. It had all the appearance of 
having been once a hearse—the trim- 
mings and carvings still remained in 
spite of the sign “Fare5 cents.” 

The Senator laughed and remarked:

If Senator Harding is elected—the 
audience at the White House picture 
shows will be small, for the Hardings 
have no children: But if Governor 
Cox is elected there'll be “record- 
breaking” crowds at the White House

The boys are both ardent movie fans 
and so is Mrs. Cox. And by next 
March 4, baby daughter, Anna, will] be

know,” says Manager Maddox of the 
Southern theater.

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HANDS AND HOUSEWORK

O YOUR hands betray your oc- 
cupation? If they do, you 
have grown careless about 
them. Most women are very 

6ensitive about their hands until they 
have once been neglected. Then when 
they have become stained and coars- 
ened by housework, they give up try- 
ing to keep them iooking nice an! 
meekly accept ugly hands as a neces- 
sary concomitant of married life. 
What a foolish thing to do! It ts 
not a difficult matter to keep hands 
which are accustomed to dish water 
and the scrubbing brush looking well 
zroomed, You may bliacken/a hun- 
dred stoves a day and pare apples 
and potatoes enough for a regiment 
and still nave beautiful handg if you 
"ill give them adequate daily cara. 
The very best friend of housewife!ly 
hands is the plebeian lemon. = Give 
it @ place of honor on your kitchen 
sink. When you have finished paring 
the apples for the sauce or the 
peaches for the dessert, waeéh your 
hands with the lemon instead of soap 
and water. Lemon will remove the 
stains while soap and water will on!y 
set them and make them appear 
blacker. After your hands have been 
treated with the lemon, you may wash 
them in the regular way if you wil! 


Hands that have had too much water, 
as frequently happens on washday, 
nave a parboiled appearance, which is 
anything but attractive. Vinegar of 
the common garden variety wil! tak: 
away that wrinkled look. 

Dinners which include oniong in 
the menu need no longer be a triai 
to the cook who remembers that dry 
niustard When rubbed on the hands 
will remove al! odors. 


Fingeérnails are apt to be the grea'- 
est nuisance to the housewife. They 
will collect dirt and the nail we are 
most proud of is always the one to 
break. You can protect your nails, 
however, when doing dirty work by 
the simple expedient of dipping them 
in lard or vaseline. ©f course, you 


would just as soon think of golng 
without a dusteap as without your 
thick gloves when you clean out cor- 
ners or dig elsewhere in the dirt. 

If your handg are inclined to chap, 
then slack up on the number of time: 
you wash them. But when yo do 
wash them, do the job thoroly. Re- 
member that careful drying is jus: 
as important a part of the process 
as the washing, and that nalf-wash- 
ing is ever so much worse than non: 
at all. ; 

In addition to this, have a good hand 
lotion handy in your kitchen and ap- 
piy it before you sit down to each 
mekl. You can make an excellent lo- 
tion vourself with 2 ounces of giye- 
erin. 2 ounces of water, 4 tablespoon- 
fuls of jemon juice and a few drops 
of carbolic acid. Shake it well and 
it's all ready for use. 

Even when such precautions ar» 
taken as are outlined above, hands 
are apt to become red and rough be- 
cause of their constant eontact with 
soap and the dust. Night is the best 
time to combat this danger, and cos- 
metic gloves are the best weapons. 

Use soft, large leather gloves {ree 
or four sizes too large. Rip them 
open and spread the inside with th. 
fodlowing preparation, then sew up 
the ripped seam. 

The paste is made of ground bar- 
ley, the white of an egg, a teaspoon- 
ful of glycerin and one ounce oi 
honey. 

And, in conclusion, remember 
there are three first-aids-to-beautiful- 
hands which ghould never be off your 
sink. The first of these we have men- 
tioned, the lemon. The second ig tae 
dish mop which will save you from 
much contact with hot water (and, 
of course, you will wipe up your 
floors with a mop instead of a houne 
cloth!) and the thiré is a dish scraper 
which you can purchase for very lit- 
tle. Thus you Will Save your hands 
from contact with garbage. 

Of course, some of these rules wilt 
be extra trouble, but isn’t freedon: 
from houseworky hands worth it”

if you are one 
of those people 
who have learned 
the wrong spelling, then it is high time 
you were learning the modern and more 
eMcient way. Shall we have a iesson 
now in the rudiments of being interest- 
ing and housewifely at one and the 
same time? 

The very first thing to be remembered 
is the importance of a neat appearance. 
it is a great mistake to wear about the 
house old shoes with run-down heels 
just because they are a bit too good 
to- throw away, but not good enough to 
have repaired. Nothing else can make 
you look so careless or make yvu fee! 
so tired at the end of the day. 

And your hair—surely you will agree 
that a frowey or be-curled head would 
be very much out of place in a business 
office.

Just remember this: If »cu insist upon 
dressing like a drudge, you will surely

They are your own privute 
worrtes and should be kept to yourself 
or at least not divulged as dinner con- 
vergation! 

Your working schedule should leave 
plenty of time for reading and for see- 
ing your friends. If you would be inter- 
esting, do not confine your reading to 
any one subject. Read the lighter mag- 
agines and* the ‘best sellers’ if you 
Want to, but keep up with current 
events and topice of general interest 
also, 

Encourage your family to bring their- 
friends to the house. There is nothing 
which makes life so broad or so inter- 
esting as a wide acquaintance with 
people of different interests. 

When yvour hugband phones that ne 
is bringing a friend along home to din- 
ner, do not immediately go and pro- 
pare the fatted calf. Make it a cusiom 
each day to serve simple but wel) bal- 
anced meals and you will never need 
to feel embarrassed before unexpected 
guests. 

Remember ithat it is bad taste (to 
apologize for the food upon your table. 
Your guest will be able to buy for him- 
self an. excellent dinner at a restaurant, 
but he will not be able to buy the com- 
panionship and the conversation of 
friends. A tired hostess implies that the 
guest's coming has been a bother. Meet 
your husban l and his friend in a dainty 
dresa and with a brain that is fresh 
and able to put all at thelr ease. Where 
converration is interesting and flowing 
smoothly, people do not know what it 
is they eat. 

Is this method hard to learn’? It is 
really worth trying. If you do not think 
it ia, try it any way, and watch for 
an improved atmosphere in your home.

Keep this apparently trifling 


fact in mind, please. It may have an 
important bearing on the following re- 
port of the governor's physical status. 

A man’s habits largely determine 
his personal health. It is a familiar 
saying nowadays that public health 
is purchasable and within reasonable 
limitations a community may buy as 
much health as the people desire. Of 
course, this refers to the protection 
afforded by modern sanitation. But 
sanitation has practically nothing to 
do with personal health. Personal 
health cannot be bought. It is an as- 
set to be acquired through individual 
study and individual effort. Nobody 
can feed it to you on a spoon. 


Although the majority of us have 
fair to middling health most of the 


time, less than one in twenty of us 
enjoys good health. The most of us 
have our little functional troubles or 
minor ills, not enough to keep us un- 
der the care of a doctor, to be sure, 
yet we are not what you would call 
100 per cent healthy. Let us esti- 
mate that the popular health standard

is about 75 per cent; 
in twenty of us has a better health 
rating than that. In proportion as an 
individual approaches the 100 per cent 
standard of perfect health, he enjoys 
good health. In order to enjoy any- 


thing you must know what it is and 
have ity So I repeat, less than 5 per 


cent of us enjoy good health. 

The Governor a Remarkable Man. 
I examined the governor not mere- 

ly physically, but from my own very 

particular viewpoint as a health spe- 

cialist. I sought to determine, not only 


whether he might have .any_ estab- 
lished disease condition, but more es- 


se 
pecially to find out how well he 
might be, in short, to measure his 


health by the Brady standard, and in 
order to measure up favorably :. my 
standard a man has to show me some 
fairly positive proofs of health, not 
merely freedom from serious disease. 
Having examimed the governor, I feel 
warranted in saying this:

The Brady Health Standard. 

I measure an individual's health by 

a definite st@mdard and mark him ac- 


cordingly. For men I take as an ideal 


or examplar a model at the age of H® 


35 vears, the age when a man attains 
his zenith physically and mentally. 
To this extent I would “oslerize” the 


race, namely, that a man has no ex- 


cue for growing older than 35 physio- 


100, I find that the present health 
average of men in this country is 
about 70 to 75. Certain life insurance 
companies issue. small policies (for 
about enough to bury the insured) on 
a mere “inspection” by the medical 
examiner—the examiner merely looks 
at the applicant and passes him if he 
appears healthy or rejects him if he 
appears unhealthy. So I give the anx- 
ious subject a searching look with 
my eagle eye and if he looks healthy 
I credit him 70 points. Then I pro- 
ceed to apply some specific health 
tests, as I shall now describe. I am a 


cold-blooded doctor. Having taken 
the poor fellow’s clothes away from 


him and inspected him to make sure 
he is not equipped with wooden legs 
or liver pads or anything like that, I 
tell him to have a chair and keep cool 
while I count his pulse. If necessary, 
I waste a few minutes gossiping with 
him until I fee] sure he is not excited. 
I should find his pulse rate somewhere 
between sixty and eighty beats in the 
minute. Say it is seventy beats. I then 
have him lie down for a few minutes 
and count again. It should be at least 
five beats slower, not more than ten 
beats slower, not slower than sixty 
in this instance. Then the subject 
stands erect and I count again. The 
pulse rate should now be at least five 
beats faster than in the sitting pos- 
ture, but not over ten beats faster, 
that is, not over eighty per minute in 
this instance. If my man passes this 
test, I credit him another five points. 

I next weigh, and measure stature. 
The man’s chest measurement or ex- 
pansion is of no interest, since these 
data have no.bearing on health. But 
I am particular about the ratio strip- 
ped weight bears to height. There

After what seemed a very short

It is a trait of boyhood to sleep well 
and often. Here we have an executive 
who can, in the midst of the harfest 
day at the office, retire to his private 
room and sleep fifteen minutes, then 
get up, bathe his face with cold wa- 
ter, and once more fMlige into his 
work, refreshed and reinvigorated by 
the short sleep. The boy again. 
Where is there another man of the 
governor’s class blessed with the ca- 
pacity to take such a dose of the 
great restorer between battles, so to 
speak? What a tremendous asset this 
little knack must be for a man in a 
country-wide speaking tour! 

Once a year regularly Governor Cox 


_ has a complete dental examination, in-

cluding X-ray pictures of all the teeth. 
On one occasion the X-ray negative 
disclosed evidence 
“silent” ({symptomless) abscess about 
the root of a tooth. This infection 
was promptly cleaned up by the den- 
tal surgeon. This habit of using the 
ounce of prevention fn the way of oral 
hygiene ts characteristic of the man’s 
high regard for health as an asset. 
He made one remark which struck me 
as a bit of wisdom which few men 
possess. “I have a pretty good ma- 
chine and I have always believed in 
taking good Ghre of it.” A lot of men, 
in fact, nearly every man, will say 
something like that—but Governor 
Cox does it. One wonders whether 
a similar habit of annual dental ex- 
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amination would have made a differ- 
ence in the conditions which led up to 


the late Colonel Roosevelt’s untimely 
end. ‘I haven’t the slightest idea 
whether Colonel Roosevelt’s accident 
was directly or remotely associated 
with a dental infection, but I know 
only too well how “disastrous the re- 
sults of “silent” or painless root in- 
fections may be. 
He Likes Cold Morning Baths. 

It has been the governor’s custom 
for years to indulge in cold morning 
baths, followed by friction rubs. He 
describes this as though it were an 
actual pleasure. I regret. this, of 
course, but I must tell the whole 
truth. It seems so unboyish. A dip 
in the swimming hole is plenty cold 
enough, and a fellow rarely takes 
such a dip early in the morning, when 
the body vitality—the circulation, the 
temperature, the metabolism or com- 
bustion process—is at low ebb. To 
my mind, it is downright courageous. 
I can’t say it has any effect on the 
governor’s health, however.

But I am bound 
to admit that apparently Lady Nico- 
tine has not yet got in her work on 
the governor, assuming she has him 
vamped at all.

Let us hope so, 

It would be unfortunate to find fhat 

a man could smoke excessively and 

still maintain the high degree of 

health which the governor enjoys. 
Carries No Handicap. 

For his height, five feet and nine 
inches, the governor’s weight is ex- 
actly the average normal weight of 
men his age, as favored by insurance 
companies, 164 pounds. He carries no 
handicap in the way of \superfluous 
weight, a fact which helps to explain 
the remarkable efficiency of his cir- 
culation. Persons who are overweight 
seldom realize that the burden of the 
excess weight is a strain on the heart 
and arteries precisely in the same de- 
gree as a pack of the same weight 
would be if carried constantly by a 


normal individual. 
I doubt whether there are many 


men of sedentary habit who could 
equal the governor's record in that 
heart efficiency test I have described 
above, regardless of age. At 30, a man 
is supposed to be at his best physi- 
cally.

The horseback riding adds as much 
as his habit of walking, to the man’s 
physical well being. The question of 
diet did not come up, for the man’s 
perfect héuith proves he eats enough 
and his ideal height-weight ratio 
proves he doesn’t eat too much. The 
meticulous care he takes in the pres- 
ervation of his teeth, availing himself 


of the best aids modern dentistry can 
offer, is another weighty factor in the 
maintenance of Governor Cox’s ex- 
traordinary health status.
